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AVOIDING THAT SERMON 


JHE PRESIDENT TAKES AX- 
OTHER SUNDAY EXOURSION. 
HIS PASTOR’S WORDS ON SABBATH OB- 
SERVANCE STILL UNHEEDED—LIEUT. 

QUAY TO Go TO HIS TROOP. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—The President, Secre- 
tary of State Blaine, and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Windom returned this morning from the 
third Presidential Sunday excursion down the 
Potomac River. Their report of the trip is ex- 
tremely brief. The yacht of the Postmaster 
General was found to be -a very com- 
fortable vessel, and the voyagers Sun- 
day managed to find. time and a place in 
which to attend church and afterward-submit, 
like Poo-Bah, to be introduced to ‘‘some young 
persons” who were also “little girls” at a sem- 
inary. The diplomatic reticence that Mr. Biaine 
has been practicing at the State Department 
in everything except the matter of his selec- 
tion of Beverly Tucker to be Commissioner to 
- Haytifortwo hours seems to have communi- 
cated itself to the other members of the party, 
so that no one is permitted to know how the 
hours were spent out of the churen and the 
seminary. . 

It is not probable that the President will 
make another Sunday trip until.a fortnight has 
elapsed. A member of his church, who regrets 
that the President was out riding the Sunday 
morning on which the Rev. Dr. Hamlin deiiv- 
ered his excellent sermon against Sunday ex- 
cursions, suggests that the elergyman provide 
himself with a new discourse on the subject and 
keep it at hand in the pulpit, to be delivered 
the first time he sees tne President in his own 
pew. A devout Catholic, who never omits 
his Sunday morning devotions, is responsible 
for the suggestion that, before the next Presi- 
dential exeursion is arranged, the Secretary of 
War and the Secretary of the Navy be directed 
to detaila ehaplain from each branch of the 
service to accompany the Presidential party, 
80 that if it should be found inconvenient to 
land a decent service can be enjoyed on board 
Mr. Wanamaker’s yacht. One of the irreverent 
and dissatisfied Republicans of the George A. 
Sheridan sort ventures to predict that, if the 

War and Navy Departments prove to be short 
of chaplains, Mr. Wanamaker can be depended 
upon to rummage among his bargain counters 
and to find a ‘‘job lots” chaplain who would

One of the early orders issued by Justice 
Lamar when he assumed the officeot Secretary

but the candidate who is credited with the 
most strength is Charles N. Brumm, who rep- 
resented the Thirteenth Pennsylvania District 
in the last four Congresses. Mr. Brumm is 
backed by Senator Quay and Pestmaster Gen- 
eral Wanamaker. he has been unsuccessful in 
his efforts to obtain various other offices in the 
gift of the Administration, but with his prea- 
ent backing his friends think the Deputy Com- 
missionersbip is within his reach. Mr. Bramm’s 
**olaim”’ is understood to be hia more or less 
successful efforts to manipulate the labor vote 
in his vicinity in the interest of the Republican 
candidates last Fall. 


Some time ago the Rev. Dr. T. 8. Childs of 
this city, at the request of Secretary Noble, 
went down to the Bampton Indian school and 


quietiy investigated complaints in regard to 
the management of the Indians. His report 
was to the effect that the food given the Indian 
bogs was not good, and that the Indians com- 
plained that contributions made for their ben- 
efit were used for the benefit of the negroes of 
the school. He described a dark cell in the 
basement, under the offices of the institution, 
only 612 fest long, iess than 34g feet wide, and 
94g feet high, with no window or means of light 
whatever. The Indian boys, Dr. Childs report- 
ed, were sometimes eonfined in this cell for 
from a few days to more than a week at a time, 

Gen. Clinton B. Fisk, Chairman of the Board 
of Indian Commisgioners, secured a copy of 
this repurt and sent two members of the 
board to Hampton, who made a repert directly 
contradictory to that of Dr. Childs. Dr. Chilas 
has written a letter to Gen. Fisk. That there 
were things needing correction in the man- 
agement of the Indian egehool at Hampton, he 
says, is evident from the fact that they were 
corrected after his investigation, and the 
Indians sent a representative of the school to 
this city to return thangs for their improved 
condition, It is understood that Secretary Noble 
has decided that the cell punishment. shall net

Reports received here from San Francisco in- 
dicate that the cruiser Charleston will be ready 
for another trial in about three weeks.

EXPECTING TO DEFEAT PROWIBITION BY 
FROM 25,000 To 60,000. 

PirrspurG, June 17.—Pennsylvania votes on 
‘the prohibition amendment to-morrew, and it 
is sate to say that the “wets” will win by a 
handsome majority. ‘he newspapers of the 
State are practically unanimous in the opinion 
that the amendment will be defeated by from 
25,000 to 60,000. As indicative of the feeling 
of the sporting fraternity, John Quinn, a 
well-known Pittsburg gambler, to-aay offered to 
bet $10,000 against $5,000, or any portion of 
the first-named sui, at odds of two to one, 
that the amendment wili be defeated by 60,000 
votes. He found no takers. The Prohibition- 
ists are working very hard in the cities of Pitte- 
burg and Allegheny, under the leadership of 
Joseph D. Weeks, editor of the Ameriean 
Manufacturer, and during the campaign of 
1884, was Financial Secretary of the Repub- 
lican National Committee. He is Chairman of 
the County Amendment Committee, and Alder- 
man A, +:. Leslie is Secretary. 


To-morrow all saloons will be closed, and ata 
Majority of the polling places the Woman’s 


coffee, buttermilk on ice, and sandwiches. At 
some voting places there will be singing by 
Sunday-school children. All illegal voting on 
either side will be closely watched. To-night 
Chairman Weeks announced that a gang of 
“repeaters” had arrived from Cincinnati. 
He will have them arrested if they at- 

mpt to vote. The eumpaign closed 
to-night with Miss Kate Fields = at 
old City Hali, Pittsburg, against Prohibition, 
and Ed Murphy, son of the renowned Francis, 
at Unton Rink, Allegheny, in favor of the 
amendment. The elder Murphy took no part 
in this campaigo. He takes no stock in prohi- 
bition. ‘Chris’ Magee, the Republican leader 
of Pittsburg, and Senator Quay, will be on op- 
posite sides to-morrow. ‘The former will vote 
against the amendment, while the latter will 
vote for it at his home in Beaver, not because 
he is in love with the amendment but his wife 
1s and that setties it. 

A sensational incident of the closing cam- 
paigo was the suicide to-night or Louis Krueger, 
Jr., Secretary of the South Side Anti-Prehibition 
Society. Krueger was about 30 years of age, 
and was one of the men who started the anti- 
prohibition movement among the German so- 
cieties. For some weeks he had been drinkive 
very heavily. This evening he went to his 
chamber, iaid down in his bed, and deliberately 
blew out his brains with a revolver, 





BOYCOTTED BY NEIGHBORS. 


MRS. HOY’S TESTIMONY RESULTS 
RUINING HER BUSINESS. 

ELIzABeTH, N. J., June 17.—Judge McCor- 
mick had his attention called to-day toa curious 
case, wherein itis charged a woman ie being 
boycotted by her neighbors because her testi- 
mony -sent to State prisona man who she 
swore had attacked her. 

Capt. John Hoy some years ago was a leader 
in the Knights of Labor in this city. He was at 
one time a Republican candidate for member 
of the Assembiy. He had obtained his title 
from being an efficerin the Fenian forces that 
in 1866 attempted to invade Canada. Pre- 


viously he had fought on the Union side during 
the civil war. Some time ago his health broke 
down and his wife opened a boarding house at 
Elizabeth. One night last Winter a man broke 
into the house and attacked Mrs. Hoy. She 
screamed vigorously, and her assailant fled 
when he heard people coming to the rescue. 

Mrs. Hoy gave an excellent description of her 
assailant and the police arrested John Williams, 
a young man. Both Capt. and Mrs. Hoy posi- 
tively identified him. Whlliams’s defense was 
ap alibi, and his first trial resulted in a disa- 
greement of the jury. On a second trial he was 
convicted, ang Judge McCormick sentenced him 
to three years in State prison. 

Then Mrs. Hoy’s trouble began. Williams had 
many friends living near Capt. Hoy, and they 
accused the latter and his wife of helping to 
convict an innocent man. One by one Mrs. 
Hoy’s boarders left her, and she was forced to 
advertise for othera, More came, but they in 
turn were approached, she says, by her ene- 
mies, who induced them to depart. In addition, 
this boycott was extended to those who sup- 
plied the Hoy family with the necessaries of 
life, and the same mysterious influence was suc- 
cessfully brought to bear on them to have no 
dealings with Mrs. Hoy or her husband. 
Last week the few remaining boarders left the 
house, and.Mrs. Hoy saw starvation staring her 
in the face. Her husband was confined to his 
bed, and she was deprived of the meuns of earn- 
ing a livelihood. Capt. Hoy, in consequence, 

ad to be removed to the oharity hospital, and 
his wife, whose enemies boasted that they 
would drive her out of the town, went as a last 
resort to Judge McCormick, to whom she,re- 
lated her story, and begged him to do something 
to put a stop to the boycott. 

Judge McCormick instructed Mrs. Hoy to fur- 
nish him the names of her enemies in order that 
they might be severely dealt with, and directed 
her to again advertise for boarders. The Judge 
said that he would see to it that she would not 
be molested again.

BOSTON BREWERIES .WANTED., 

Boston, June 17.—The New-York broker, 
Untermyer, acting as the authorized agent of 
the English syndicate, was in Boston recently 
and made a proposition to all the great Roxbury 
brewers, which, if accepted, will give the Eng- 
lishmen possession... The breweries which it is 
proposed to purchase are Houghton’s, Roessle’s, 


Burkhardt’s, and Pfaff’s, the aggregate valua- 
tion ef which 18 estimated at from $4,000,000 
to $7,000,000. The general feeling among the 
brewers is that unless all enter into the agree- 
ment none will sell, and that the American 
brewers, after selling, shall retain a large inter- 
est in the breweries and become members of the 
directory in the English syndicate. 

The Honghton brewery was on the market to 
this syndicate within a year, the price fixed, 
and the refusal given for it until last Maroh. 
The syndicate asked for an extension of time, 
awaiting a public decision on the prohibitory 
amendment, but their —— cost them the: 
compact, as Mr. Houghton in consequence 
tacked on an extra $100,000 to the valuation 
and declared that the property was not for sale.

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ARRESTED IN WINNIPEG 


——— 

WILLIAM BURKK HELD AS ONE: 
OF OCRONIN’S MURDERERS. 
THE POLICE SAY HE IS ONE OF THE 
PRINCIPALS—HOW HIS CONN ECTION 

WITH THE MURDER IS KNOWN. 


CHICAGO, June 17.—Martin Burke was. arrest- 
ed at Winnipeg last night for complicity in the 
Cronin murder. ; 

“Burke is the right man,” said Chief Hu - 
bard this morning when asked about the arrest 
at Winnipeg in connection with the Cro- 
nin case, ‘‘He is. one of the Will 
jams brothers,” said Detective Henry 
Palmer, who is Chief Hubbara’s first assistant 
in the case. Whoever Burke may be, his arrest 
has delighted the Chicago police more than any 
effected since Cronin’s disappearance. That he 
Was arrestedin the British dominion, instead 
of Chicago, is attributable to the stupidity of 
the police here, 

According to the story told by Chief Hubbard, 
Burke has been under suspicion some time. It 
was his portrait, and not that of Moroney, which 
was shown Salesman Hatfield and YThrock- 

morton, the real estate agent. Apparently 
‘actuated solely by a desire to mislead the re- 
porters and the public, the authorities let the 
belief that the portrait was that of Moroney go 
undisputed, and even sent Hattield and Throck- 
morton to New-York for the ostensible purpose 
of identifying Moroney te keep up the delusion. 

The police are absurdly jealeus of the report- 
ers, who have furnished all the valuable infor- 
mation thus far gained concerning the murder 
of Dr. Cronin. The delusion concerning Mo- 
roney is apparently part of a deliberate scheme 
40 deceive the reporters. Even now there is no 
certainty that Burke had anything to do with 
the murder. The assertion of a police officer is 
as valuable as one of Frank Woodruff’s **con- 
fessions”’—no more. 

Detective Palmer was asked this afternoon: 
“Do yau place much importance in the arrest 
of Burke?’ ‘Well, [should say I do,” replied 
the officer. “ He ia one of the assassins and o2e 
of the Williams brothers.” — 

“ Did you know that he was one of the mur- 
derers before he left the city?” “Yes, 


Sir, We have been looking for him 
for a long time. We know that he 
is one of the men, and would have arrested him 
before he left the city only he learned that he 
was being watched and suddenly departed. We 
learned the route he took, however,- and the 
man, a8 you see, is now in custody.” 

Palmer regards the arrest of Burke as the 
most important yet made. He, declares that 
Chief Hubbard and himself are in possession of 
fasts to prove that the man is one of the prin- 
cipals and to also show his connection with 
othérs implicated in the crime. 

“ Burke is the rigkt man,” said Chief Hub- 
bard this morning, *‘ but I don’t want to say 
anything about the affair yet. I can tell you I 
am very much pleased about the arrest, how- 
ever, and that we are nearer to unraveling the 
mystery than ever. We shall get out extradition 
papers as soon as possible and have the man 
here in three or four days.” 

Palmer afterward said: ‘‘ Burke, we know, 18s 
one of the principals in the brutal murder. He 
is from Hanceck, Mich., and is the man who 
hired the expressman to carry the furpiture 
from 117 Clar&-strest to the Carlson cottage. 
He is also a Clau-na-Gael man.” 

The story of how Burke’s connection with the 
murder was first suspected is given as follows: 
A year or two ago there died inthis city a 
prominent Clan-na-Gael man and adherent 
of Alexander Sullivan named Crean. A 
subscription was raised to erect a monument 
over Crean’s grave, andindue time it was un- 
veiled. ‘The bone and sinew of the Sullivan 
faction was represented at the ceremony, and 
those present were photographed in a group. 

A fortnighter more ago Pat McGarry, whom 
Cronin’s friends sent to Toronty to ran down 
Long’s lying dispatches, suggested to-the au- 
thorities that the men believed. to be connected 
with the murder might have been present at the 
unvelling and tave been photographed, Oné of 
the group photographs. was shown to the 
Carisons, and they were told to examine 
itunder a magnifying glass. They did so, and 
identified the portrait of Burke as that of 
“Frank Williams’ who had rented their cottage. 
Salesman Hattield identified the portrait as that 
of “Simonds,” the man to whum he had sold 
the furniture subsequently found in the Carlson 
cottage, and Throckmorton, who rented to 
“Simonds” the flat at 117 Clark-street, te whion 
the furniture was first moved, also identitied 
the portrait as that of his tenant, 

For some mysterious reason Burke, who was 
then here, was not arrested.. Probably the 
police were too busv putting up the Moroney 
ob on the reporters. Burke waa shadowed and 
ecame suspicious. He left the city without the 
knowledge of the police and went to Winnipeg. 

According to a Winnipeg dispatch to-night, 
Burke was arrestec upon some information re- 
ceived by Chief of Police MoRae of that city 
from a town in Michigan. Chief McRae ar- 
rested him as he was boarding a Canadian 
Pacific train fer Montreal. Burke had a 
ticket for Liverpool. He said he had 
recently come from Chicago, was on his way to 
lreland, and had ceme to Winnipeg to see the 
country. The Chief thought that the man might 
be wanted in Chicago and telegraphed Chief 
Hubbard that he had such aman in custody. 
Chief Hubbard telegraphed back: ‘ Held him, 
by all means; heis one of the principais in thy 
Cronin murder.” 

From the tone of Chief Hubbard's reply itis 
evident that until he received Chief McRae’s 
dispatch he had no idea where Burke was. At 
first Burke said he would willingly return to 
Chicago. This morning he changed his mind, 
retained a prominent lawyer, and will fight ex- 
tradition proceedings, 

Very little is known of Burke here. Itis not 
at all certain the Burke under arrest in Winni- 
peg is the one who. is wanted here. All the 
netute Chief Hubbard will say about him is 
thatif he turns out to be the veritable Burke 
one of the principals in the murder of Dr, Cronin 
is under arrest. 

A man who knows Burke says that he is 
twenty-eight years old and was born in County 
Mayo, Ireland. He has been in this country 
three years and has some relatives here. 
He is a losfer and a deadbeat, but an 
ardent Clan-na-Gael man. Through the influence 
of John F. Beggs. the senior. guardian .of the 
notorious Camp No. 20, he obtained a position 
in the Sewer Department.

PLETELY IN THEIR TASK. 

The end of the case 80 far as John J. Moro- 
ney and Charles MeDonald, arrested on sus- 
picion of being implicated in the murder of 
Dr. Cronin, are coneerned, came , yesterday 
morning, when the three men sent here by the 
Chicago authorities to identify the suspects 
failed absolutely to do'so,

‘peared provable, that Moreney or McDonald com- 
Initted that crime? If there was any such evidence 
whatever which satistied the police magistrate on 
these points, it, would not be proper for me to.review 
his decision, even if I took a different view from his 
of the weight of such evidence. 

“The dilliculty is that, although it is a matter of 
general newspaper notoriety that Cronin was re- 
cently murdered in Chicago, it appears that no com- 
potent lega) evidence whatever was produced before 
the magistrate either of. the fact of the murder or 
that Moroney or McDonald commitied the crime. 

“ ®ven if the telegram above quoted were to be 
regaried as some sort of hearsay evidence, the tele- 
gram is nothing but a podsese that Moroney aud 
McDonald be arrested. It does not state, or assume 
to state, that Cronin had been murdered or that 
either Moroney or McDonald had anything to do 
with the murder. Von Gerichten does not state in 
his afhdavit that Cronin has been muraered, but 
merely that Moroney and McDonald stand charged 
in Chicago with his murder and that he is intormed 
and believes that Moroney and McaDonald are 
guilty of the crime. He does not profess to 
have any knowledge himself that a wurder 
has been committe?, or that Moroney or 
McDonald is; guilty, nor dees he state 
any fact or circumstance tending to show that 
Moroney or McDonald is guilty or that there are 
any grounds for even suspecting them to be guilty 
ot said crime. His information and belief are stated 
to be derived trom telegrams aud dispatches, but 
the only telegram produced by him and the wnly one 
befere me 18 the one above quoted, and thatcon- 
tains absolutely nothing but a requést that Mo- 
roney and McDonald be arrested. 

*“Itis too clear for argument that there was no 
competent legal evidence whatever produced before 
the inagistrate upon which uuder tue provisions of 
our Penal Code a warrant could be lawrtaully issued 
for the arrest. of McDonald or Moroney or upon 
which they could be lawfully committed to the city 
prison. As, therefore, no legal cause forthe im- 
prisonment of either Moroney or McDonald is 
shown before me under Section 2,034 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure [ have no discretion in the matter, 
aud must order both prisoners to be discharged.” 

Immediately upon the filing of this decision 
Moroney’s counsel secured a cops of the order 
of release and served it on the Warden of the 
Tombs. Moroney was at once released. He 
was met by his wife and some of his friends 
and immediately taken eff in a carriage. A 
testimonial banquet will be tendered him some 
time during the next fortnight. McDenalda 
was released a few hours after Meroney had 
departed. Neither would say anything for pub- 
lication. 

Moroney’s counse), an explosive gentleman 
who has made many rather wild statements 
during the progress of this case, talked yester- 
day in a dark, mysterious way about suits 
which would be shortly brought by the re- 
leased suspects for damages for false imprisen- 
ment.

SEVERAL | LIVES LOST, HOUSES AND 
BRIDGES SWEPT AWAY, CROPS 
DAMAGED, AND TRAINS DELAYED. 


8T. Louis, June 17.—Additional advices about 

the disaster in Kansas from wind and rain 
storms are that Uniontown, about fifteen miles 
west of Fort Scott, on the Wichita and Western 
Railway, was almost swept away, and that two 
women and four children were drowned. 
, Uniontown, which is a place of 600 inhab- 
itants, is in the midst of a thickly-settled coun- 
try, and it is feared that the loss of life is 
even héavier than reported. As the wires are 
down for fifteen miles on each side, nothing 
definite can be learned. The storm struck the 
western portion of Bourbon County late at 
nigbt, coming from the west, where it had 
played great havoc. At Augusta it assumed 
the form of a cloud burst, and though every- 
thing possible has been done to Obtain details 
by the railroads all is uncertain at present. 

In Fort Scott it commenced raining about 7 
o’clock Sunday morning. Oia residents say it 
Was the hardest rain in thirty years. Water 
commenced rising in Buck Run at 8 A. M. 
Lamp & Mead’s ice dam on Sixth-street burst 
about 10 A. M., causing the water in Buck Run 
to rise at the rate of about three feet an hour, 
carrying away several houses and the bridge 
across Sixth-street. The part of Fort Scott 


known as Pelltown, is entirely under water. 
This was caused by the overtiow from Marma- 
ton River. People were taken out with boats. 

Several bridges were washed out and trains 
were stopped on both sides of Fort Scott. The 
Kansas, Nebraska and Dskota track is under 
The Mempbis 
Road is badly damaged for about a thousand 
feet ten miles north of Fort Scott. 

All the people in the bottumin East Fort 
Scots moved vat. At iast accounts the water 
had stopped rising, and 1f no more rain falls the 
flood will rapidly subside. Every effort is being 
mInade to obtain information from Uniontown. 

Iota, Kan., June 17.—Allen County has suf- 
fered severely during the past thirty-six hours 
from floods in the Neosho River aud its princi- 
Dal tributaries. The streams have’ been un- 
usually high all Spring, and the heavy rains 
Saturday night brought them ont of their 
banks, flooding the Lottoms fur @ mile or more 
on either side. There has been no ioss of life or 
of hive stock, and those living on the lowland 
were Warned in time, butit is feared that hun- 
dreds of acres of wheat which was just ripening 
and promised a very large yield wiil be almost 
a total loss, while the submerged corn and other 
crups will be greatly damaged, 

The St. Lowis, Wichita and Western Rallroad 
bridge across Rock Creek, east of town, has 
been undermined, and is only held by the iron 
track from going down stream. On this side of 
the bringe nearly a quarter of a mile of track 
has been washed from the bed, while the road- 
bed bas been seriously damaged. 

Near the river west of the city a large number 
of small bridges aud culverts along the wagon 
roads bave been washed out, and workmen 
wore engaged all day Sunday in strengthening 
the river bridge, which It ia feared: has ‘ been 
seriously undermined. 

The water reached its highest point at 3 
o’clook this morning, since which time it bas 
been slowly receding, and it is now hoped the 
worst is past. 


Et Doravbo, Kan., June 17.—The upper valley 
of the Walnut is fluoded from excessive rains, 


the streams being higher than they have been 
for years. Saturday night the river came up so 
suddenly that a family by the name of Grauuam 
Started from their home to the highland. The 
mother and babe were drowned, the father and 
one child escaping. Grain fields are tivoded 
and much damage must result.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 17.—A heavy rain- 
storm has prevailed here for the past thirty- 
six hours, aecempanied a portion of the time 
by a gale of wind. Reports from the interior 
of the State indicate that the storm has done 
more or less damage in several localities.

HOUSES HOR JOHNSIOWN. 


AT LAST PRACTICABLE STEPS ARE TAKEN 
TO GIVE THE PEOPLE SHELTER. 
JOHNSTOWN, Penn., June 17. -An inereased 
force was at work in the ruins to-day and new 
men are comingin. Gen. Hastings says about 
5,500 men are at work, The dynamite is mak- 
ing a noticeable impression on the débris above 
the stone bridge. The four Philadelphia fire 
engines arrived last night and to-day are pump- 
ing out ponds and foundations. They are 
manned by a strong force and are doing much 
valuable werk. A number of the newspaper 
correspondents who have been on duty here 
since the disaster have been taken sick and 
haye been compeiled to go home. Harry S. 
Brown of the Philadelphia Press was among 
those who have been taken home. Up to noon 
two bodies were recovered, which were buried 

without being identified. 

The Relief Committee intends to erect 100 
portable houses for the survivors. The heuses 
will be 12 by 26 feet, and each will be largo 
eneugh to accommodate six persons. They will 
be furnished with a stove and utensils, six 
chairs, two beds and bedclothes, two spring 
Mattresses, one pair of pillows, two pairs of 
sheets for each bed, woolen blanket, a bureau, 
a table, and tableware. In fact, a family will 
be given everything necessary to go to house- 
keeping and told to gu ahead new and paddle 
their own canoe. The object is to start the 
town on arise from tbe ruins. If the houses 
give satistaction the committee will buy 1,006 
of them and build up the elty. Gen. Hastings 
has purchased an immense quantity of lumber, 
and wiil next Tuesday begin butiding shanty 
stores for those whv will resume busiuess. More 
than one hundred have already made applica- 
tion. Arrangements are making for the erection 
of a look-up, which, Burgess Hovell saya, wiil 
be filled as soen as completed with rson who 
have been filling their houses with valuables 
from the wreckage. Many citizens who have 
hitherto been censidered honest are known to 
have entered wrecked houses and carrie’ off 
articles by the armful.

TAMMANY WANTS THE PLACE OF WAR- 
DEN OSBORNE, WHO IS SICK. 

Now that Edward C. Sheehy has become a 
Commissioner of Charities and Correction, and 
his associate Commissioners have begun to 
show a ieaning toward Tammany Hall, 
which he represents, there is a pros- 
pect of a speedy change in the 
Wardenship of the Tombs. Warden Charles 
Osborne. who went into the Tombs when 
~Fatty’’ Walsh made his inglorious exit from 
it, and who has instituted reforms that had been 
glaringly necessary ever since the time of Quinn, 
has beensick for mooths. He was usea to 
the management of prisons, but not of one in 
which diligent keepers are as much confined as 
the prisoners. He has lost his health in the 
Tombs. Two months ago he took a cold, which 
developed into inflammation of the lungs. A visit 
to Thomasville, Ga, aggravated his complaint, 
for the weather was wet all the time he was 
there. Returning to this city, he was compelled 
to seek the air of Saranac Lake. He is at the 
lake now, and is somewhat improved in health, 
butisin no condition to resume the work he 
used to do in the damp air of the Tombs, 

The Tammany crowd know Warden Osborne's 

physical weakness, and they propose to profit 
by it, if possible. The Tombs has deen a 
source of political strength, and, witha fair 
chance, they can make it such again. They 
are working shrewdly. They revognize th, 
fact that Warden Osborne, having shown himsel 
to be a valuable public officer at the Blackwell’s 
Island penitentiary as well asin the Tombs, it 
would make a scandal to put him out of office 
summarily, particularly as he is sick. Leader 
Croker is averse to flagrant scandals. But 
Leader Croker has a man who would 
serve Tammany as Warden of the Tombs even 
better than Warden Osborne has served the 
public interest, so a strong effort is making to 
induce Mr. Osborne to determine that the 
Tombs is too unbealthful forhim.

These possidil- 
ities: woulda enable a Tammany man to swell the 
Tammany revenues. There 1s no question of 
titness in the matter of selecting such a per- 
son. John Curran does not appear to have 
apy other than a political -.qualification 
for the Wardenship of the Tombs. ‘Those who 
know him say that only two years ago he was a 
barkeeper in a Park-row saloon—a place in 
which criminals are likely to be made, and in 
which even the most acute student of mankind 
is hardly likely to jearn the means of managing 
lawbreskers and aiding them to reform.

He had pur- 
chased. something like 2,000,000 buchsis of 
July wheat Saturday on a rising market, and 
felt that he must getrid of it before the drop 
came. The hourfor the opening call on the 
Buard of Trade was 10:30 yesterday, and by 
that time Hutchinson had played his cards in so 
masterly a manover that July wheat on the open 
board rose nearly 2 cents in price, and it was 
not yet suspected that the wheat king bad any 
finger,in the deal. Whew the bell tapped for the 
opening of the board the crowd wanted wheat. 
They wanted it badly, too, and Mr. Hutch- 
inson’s brokers. were in- good condition to 
supply it. The opening price was 804g cénts, 13g 
cents higher than Saturday’s close. Hutchinson 
let asmall supply go at first, just vy way of 
accommodation, but the crowd wanted all that 
was to be had, so it was pushed vut a little more 
freely and in atew mowents more Hutchinson 
began to unload. He sold through Weare, Bald- 
win, McGormick, Stauffer, and others, 

There was a slight yielding of prices and the 
brokers upblouded all the faster. ‘then dis- 
patches came reporting a collapse of the cash 
wheat dealin &t, Louis and a break of 8 tu 10 
cents in that market.

A CEMETERY SIRUCK BY A CVOLGMAM. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., June 17.—At Norwich 
yesterday afternoon, during the prevalence of 
@ heavy electric storm, accompanied by raia 
and hail, a cyclone struck and aevastated the 
large and handsome cemetery just south of the 
village, whick contains most of the dead of the 
town. The cyclone was seen approaching from 
the west in the form of a dense black, funnel- 
shaped cloud, moving rapidly and with a ter- 
ritic- roar of furious winds. Asitreached the 
cemetery grounds the storm struck the surface 
of the earth with a violence that twisted about 
and uprooted trees and shrubbery and over- 


turned hundreds of monuments and headstones, 
entirely devastating a strip about five hundred 
feet wide across tne grounds. All of the large 
monuments in its path, many of them weighing 
tive to twenty tous and elabvurate and costly 
family memorials, were overthrown, and so 
broken and defaced as to be practically ruined. 

The damage done in the cemetery altogether 
runs up to many thousands of dollars, Strange 
to aay, the cyclone seems to have spent its fury 
cbiefiy within the bounds of the cemetery, as 
no more serious damage than the destruction vf 
a few trees Was done outside,

SOME SHARP RESOLUTIONS. 


Reform in politics had a hearty indorsement 
atthe Federal Club, in Madison-avenue, last 
evening,on the occasion of areception to Assem- 
blyman Ernest H. Crosby. The evident object 
of the organization was not only to compliment 
the young Assemblyman, but to denounce men 
of the David B. Hull stamp. 

The arrangements were made by a committee 
composed of J. Arthur Barratt, A. B. Wetmore, 
R. J. Lewis, J. T. Nicoll, and E. L. Montgomery. 
The early part of the evening was devoted to an 
informal reception to Mr. Crosby, and among 
those who personally congratulated him were 
the Hon. Warner Miller, Thomas C. Acton, W. 
B. Murphy, E. W. Harris, Gilford Hurry, 
William F. Shaffer, James H. Phipps, 
James Talcott, Floyd Clarkson, William 
H. Rockwood, Harold A. Chambers, Louis C. 
Whiton, J. E. Hedges, W. C. Hill, D. H. Bates, 
Richard D. Brown, Samuel Titus, W. H. Wet- 
more, John H. Guion, H. D. Hunt, W. E. Preble, 
Edward F. Brown, John R. Van Wor- 


mer, George W. Lyon, Benjamin L. Lud-. 
dington, W. H. Bellamy, Raiph N. Ellis, 
William C, Dominick, John H. dali, Alpert 
Bellamy, John V. B. Clarkson, H. L. Purdy, J. 
G. Baldwin, Charles N. Taintor, L E. Chitten- 
den, C. E. Biawell, and K. B. Hinsdale. Formal 
presentations were mace up stairs. 

A few minutes after 9 o’clock the committee, 
Mr. Crosby, members, and guests assembied in 
the parlors on the main floor. Vice President 
Bidwell took his place behind a table draped 
with the American colors and addressed a few 
words of welcome and congratulation to the 
guest of the evening. 

A committees composed of William C. Hill, L. 
E. Chittenden, Edward W. Harris, Jared G. 
Baldwin, Jr., and William D. Murphy reported 
these resolutions, which were adopted by a 
ubanimous vote: 


Resoived, That the official conduct of the present 
Governor of this State deserves the condemnation 
of the people for his vetoes of the High License and 
Baliot Réform bills; for his oppositivn to all meas- 
ures to decrease the number or diminish the infiu- 
ence of the saloons, to secure an unpurchased vote 
and an honest count in the elections; for his 
hostility to measures for the education of the 
ignorant, the reformation of crimiuvals, and the ele- 
vation of public morals; for his oftictous interfer- 
ence with ihe legislative duties of the Senate and 
the Assembiy; for his devotion to the selfish inter- 
ests of Tammany Hall and the rum _ power, 
its principal ally; for his degradation 
of the executive office to the service 
of the most corrupt section of the Democratic 
Party, and for bringing to the Execative chair lesa 
statesmanabip and capacity for the public service, 
more political craft aud cunning, and greater devo- 
tion to the interests of its occupant than any ot his 
predecessors. (Applause, | 

Resolved, That special messages to influence pend. 
ing legislation during the session and proclama- 
tions to the public of professed reasons for the non- 
approval of Dilis after the adjournment are 
unauthorized by the Constitution outside the 
defined limits of Executive duty, and ;re an 
invasion of the rights of the Legislature; 
that those which have been made public 
since the last adjournment are abusive aspersions 
of the motives and conduct of members without 
justification in fact or precedent in history. The 
Federal Club therefore denounces these proclama- 
tions as unworthy the xecutive and inconsistent 
with the dignity and duties of his high office, 
and recommends to Gov. Hill the future restrictiou 
ot his official communications within the limits pre- 
scribed by the State Constitution. [Applause.] 

Resolved, That the Federal Club approves and in- 
dorses the conduct in the Assembly of 1889 of its 
esteemed member, Ernest H. Crosby. [Applause. 
His activesupport of measures for the repression oO 
crime, the education of the ignorant, the raising ap 
of the fallen, and the general publio welfare: his 
fearless opposition to jobs, frauds and jother 
schemes to deplete the Treasury have estab. 
lished his reputation as a consistent Repub- 
licap, @ conservative legislator, a dangerous 
enemy of corruption. and a friend of clean 
le:isiation and honest government. That ih's 
c:av especiaily commends Mr, §@Creey for his 
mivoracy# ot; high licens®s and ballot reform, 
the two great measures of the session. Lhe saloon 
power and the corruption of the baile 
veo. the  mrvst dangerous enemies that 
chreaten the State anid the Republic. We are 

ledgei to restrain the one . anil pnrify 

he other. Ourclub is honored: when one of its 
most valued members has impressed the high- 
license question with his name anu becomes an ac- 
knowledged leader in ballot reform. The fact that 
a unanimous Democracy, combined with an Exee- 
utive veto, delays the triamph of these im- 
portant measures neither discourages the club 
nor diminishes the value of Mr. Crosby’s services 
He has earned the title of an able and fearless lend- 
er ef the kepublican Party, and the Federal Club 
hereby awards to him the highest gift in its power 
to bestow, in this unanimous vote of the confidence, 
friendship, and thanks of its members ” 

Mr. Barratt read letters and telegrams of re- 
gret from Elihu Root, Senator Hiscock, Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss, Gen. W. T. Sherman, John F. 
Piummer, Charles A. Hess, Vice President 
Morton, Postmaster Van Cott, and Myer 8. 
Isaacs, 

A letter from Theodere Roosevelt, the Presi- 
dent of the club, dated at Washington, was 
aiso received. In it were the following passages: 

“Lhave long earnestly believed that the only 
way to make our politics permanertly purer was to 
have decent and honest men to takean active parti 
them; and this can only be done through organiza. 
tion. It >is through such legislators as Ernest 
Howard Crosby, and such political organizations as 
the Federal Club that all really good politcal work 
is done.” 

“The wen who sit at homeand sneer at those who 
take an active part in politics,and who are especially 
fond of clamorously assailing aoy ininor misdeed 
of mén who are on the whole doing first-rate work 
tor the community, are the most potent forces for 
evil inthe American body poiitic. Mr.Crosby and the 
Federal Clad are excellent object lessons, not only 
for the scoundrels who do corrupt work in politics, 
bat for the well meaning but worse than futile gen- 
tlemen who help these same scoundrels by their 
timidity and seifishness in not xoing to primaries 
and attendiux to their political duties as 
American freemen, and by the readiness with 
which they listen to the malicious and in- 
discriminate abuse which yet another set of people 
leap on all public men, good aud bad alike, and I 
allude not only to professed partisans, but to those 
who especially claim to ve non-partisan, and who 
yet nevertheless are distinguished by peculiarly 
virulent partisanship. ° 

‘*T am glad to have supported Mr. Crosby in poli- 
tics, and to have been a member of the Federal 
Clubd; and I hope when ! come back to New-York to 
continue to work with the club to promote dscent, 
manly, and houest government and to help it in the 
atruggle to establish such reforms 28 the introduc. 
tion of high licens: and the secret ballot system, 
and to abolish sucu gross evils as the spoils system, 
the curse of American political lite.” 

Lhe sentiments of Mr. Roosevelt were en- 
thusiastically applauded. 

Brief aiidresses in line with the resolutions 
were made by Messrs. Miller, Chittenden, and 
Hinsdale. Mr. Miller got three cheers anda 
tiger because be predicted the ultimate success 
of the bign license and'ballot reform movements. 

Mr. Crosby wound up the exercises by a stir 
ring speech. He said that he found. It difficult 
to express his gratifieation at tinding after three 
years’ service at Albany that he retained the 
confidence of those who sent him there, 
He modestly Uisclaimed credit for the 
part he took in the high license  legis- 
lation, and commended the Legislature fer 
passing the Fassett Prison bill. He saw uo 
reason for the friends of reform to pe discour- 
aged. The three years’ fight had not been a 
failure, because public opiaion had been 
aroused and a great party had taken up one of 
the chief measures. Like all great referms 
backed by public opinion, high Hcense and Dal- 
lot reform were bound to win. No vetoor 
party can defeat public opinion. 

Mr. Crosby had a word or two to say about 
civil service reform. He said that he person- 

ally believed in it, but not in the metnod 
now being ptrsued to attain its success. 
The idea was a grand one, and should 
be developed in a wore popular way to 
be of practical benefit to the couatry. 
Every reform to succeed must have its roots 
planted deep in the hearts of the people. There 
must be enthusiasm, warmth, party spirit. He 
thought that one of the best signs of the times 
was the presence of Mr. Roosevelt in the 
United States Civil Service Commission. 


PLOTTED REVOLUTION IN RUATAN. 
NeEw-ORLEANS, June 1A—The steamship Wan- 
derer, Raymond, frem Bay Islands and Central 
America 12th inst., reports that great excite- 
ment has prevailed at Ruatan owing to a re- 
ported discovery of a plot which the natives 
had formed to take possession of the island and 
it under another flag. The British yacht 
é& had been in that viesinity some time, 
and her Captain was ashore on the night of the 
expected attack. He was arrested, but subse- 
—— Feleased. It was also reported that the 
yacht had a cargo of small arms. Tnis ocourred 
about the 7th inst. The natives were leaving 
the islandas fast as possible, some going to Be- 
lize and others to the mainiand, in whatever di- 
rection transportation offered.

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PINE SAILING IN A BLOW 


THE NYMPH A VICIOR IN 1HE 
FORKTY-FOOI OLASS. 
GREAT WORK BY THE KATHLEEN—A 
NEW*‘YORK BOAT WHICH BEATS THE 

BURGESS YACHTS. 


In the ‘‘ferties” the clippers were she pride 
of America, and now Ameriea has reason to ba 
proud of her clipper forties. It would be im- 
possible to find anywhere afiner collection of 
fleet and able little yaohts than were brought 
togéther yesterday in the spécial race or thé 
Seawanhaksa Corinthian Yaéht Club for forty 
and thirty féoters. }t was amarvel to see thesé 
little fellows carry sailin the atiff breeze that 
blew yesterday morning. Steady oyster sloops 
went about w t 1 one or two reefs in their main- 
sails, bub thesé wondérfiil little ‘boats Garried 
Whole maihsails std big topsdilé over them. 
They lay down until their Gecks wéré awash, 
but they nevér let go asheet OF so Much as 
swerved from theit courses tO save a “ kndck- 
fewn.” Altogether they gave as Pretty an ex- 
hibition of fine sailing 48 Was ever seen in thesé 
Waters. ‘ 

There were ten + “ers, divided into thred 
classes, and representing the new and thé old 
American types, ons rising atid two famous 
American designers, aud one of the most cole- 
brated of English designers. In other words, 
there were one Fife, one Cary Smith, one Gard- 
ner, 2nd sévoral Burgess boats. Burgess and 
Gardner catried off the honors. The starters 
Were the forty-focters Tomahawk, Mariqtita, 
Nymph, Gorilla, and Minerva—the last named 
English and all new; the thirty-footers Volusia 
and Beatrice, both old, ana the thitty-footers 
Kathleen, Saracen, Elf, and Tomboy, also new. 

The course for thé forties was from Buoy 18, 
off Owl's Head in the upper bay, via Buoys 10 
and 81, to the Scotland Lightship and return to 
Buoy 15, below the Narrows. The course for 
the other two classes was by the same way to 
Buoy 5 onthe point of the Hook, and hack to 
Buoy 15. 

Lhéte was a pipitig wind from the wést which 
made it easy reaching from the start to Buoy 
10. The Minerva, by virtue of her performance 
on Saturday, was a hot fayorité among the 
forties; the Volusia had the call in her class, and 
the Kathleen was believed to be a sure winner 
among the thirties. The Minerva is thé Fife 
boat, previously alluded to, the Gorilla the 
Cary Smith boat, and the ether forty-footers 
are Burgess boats. The Kathleen 1s a Gardner 
boat, and the other thirties, with the exception 
of the Elf, which was designed by a Bosten 
amateur, are also Burgess boats. 

The start was one of the prettiest ever séen, 
The signals were given for the forties at 11:05 
and the other twe classes at 11:10, and each 
ciass was allowed five minutes te cross the 
line without handicap. The Minerva and Toma- 
hawk mancuvred a good deal for position, and 
the latter by her quick movements showed that 
she was a good match for the Englishman. But 
the Tomahawk’s owner, Mr. E. D, Morgan, who 
held the helm, was a little mistaken in his cal- 
culations, and the Minerva and Mariquita got 
the better of her at the start. These two came 
down to the line abreast on the starboard tack, 
the latter a trifie to the windward. The official 
time showed the Minerva to be six sec- 
onds in the lead. The fer was the 
last of the forties to cross the line. For 
the rest, the Volusta led the Beatrice and the 
Tomuoy nad the best of her class, The Elf was 
the only boat handicapped, but by only eighteen 
seconds. The thirties and thirty-fives, except 
the Elf, being very close together, engazed in a 
genera! luffipng match, which carried them over 
to the westward, so that they emerged from the 
Narrows close under the walls of Fort Wadas- 
worth. The forties held their course straight 
down the bay, thé pace being set by the Mi- 
nerva. They got the wind strong in the lower 
bay and scurried dlohg the west bank with the 
foam flying over their lee rails, The wind was 
somewhat flawy, and “ knock-downs” were fre- 
quent, but the skippers held their boats to their 
work and neither luffed voreased sheets. 

They went down the west bank in the follow- 
ing order: Minerva, Mariquita, Tomahawk, 
Gorilla, Nymph. The Minerva gainéd 26 sec- 
onds on the Tomahawk, 27 seconds on the Mari- 
quita, and somewhat more, but less than a min- 
ute, on the otber twoin thejreach to. Buoy 10, 
As they rounded that mark spinnakers were 
sent out for the run to Buoy 5, and Mr. Belmont 
of the Mariquita was much quicker than the 
other skippers in setting that sail. From Buoy 
5 to the lightship they sailed free, and balloon 
jibtopsails superseded spinnakers. 

Meanwhile the smaller beats came down thea 
‘west bank, the Tomboy in the leac and the Sar- 
acen, Kathleen, Elf, Volusia; and Beatrice in 
the order named. It is notable that all of these 
new thirty-footers outsailed the old thirty-five- 
footers. The changes were unimportant until 
they rounded Buoy 5 and came on the wind for 
the beat back to Buoy 10, Then thé Kathleen 
walked to the front like the worderful little 
boat she is, In this short stretch of windward 
work—less than three miles ina straight line— 
she distanced all of her compétitors and se- 
cured a winning iead which she held to the 
Unish. 

At the Scotland Lightship the Minerva showed 
that she had inereased her Jead materially on 
all the forties except the Mariquita, which had 
gained a8 compared with Buoy 10, but lost as 
compared with Buoy 5. The Minerva rounded 
the lightship at 1:14:34 and the Mariquita at 
1:15:01. Tomahawk and Gorilla, which roundea 
close together in the order named, were nearly 
tive minutes and the Nymph nearly twelve 
minutes behbina the Minerva. The Minerva and 
Mariguita on rounding went about on the port 
tack and stood to the northward, whilé the 
Tomahawk merely hauled up on the wind and 
stood on the starboard tack to the southward, 
and the Gorilla and Nymph followed her lead. 
The rear boats split tacks with the leaders for 
luck and gotit. The Tomahawk and Gorilla 
passed Buoy 5 on the return a long way ahead 
of the Minerva, which in turn had distanced 
the iMariquita. The Tomahawk, however, had 
squarely outsailed the Gorilla and Nymph. 

The two smaller élasses had just finished, and 
the Tomuhawk, with a long lead of everything 
in her class, was within a mile of the line when, 
about 3:45 o'clock, a squall from the north 
swept over the bay and killed the wind. The 
aig: ebb tide carried the Tomahawk back be- 
low the lower Hospital Island, and when two 
hours luter she got a little wind she stood over 
too far toward Coney Island, and ran again into 
the doldrums. Then the Nymph, which had 
crept up to second place by hugging the west 
bank with short tacks, swept by her and won 
the rave. The winners were the Nymph, Volu- 
sia, and Kathleen. Rollowing,is the official rec- 
ord of the race? *

MR. ALBERT FINK IS TIRED 


HH RESIGNS AS TRUNK LINE 
OOMMISSI ONER. 
RELAXATION AND A LONG SOJOURN IN 

EUROPE 18 WHAT MR. FINK WANTS 
—WHAT WILL THE PRESIDENTS DO? 
Albert Fink, Commissioner of the Trunk Liné 
Aseociation, has resigned his position, whicn 
gave him a salary of $25,000. When this bit of 
news was made known yesterday it naturally 
made a stir among persons interested in -‘rail- 
toad matters. A copy of his letter of resigna- 
tion was sent to éach trunk line President, and 
a méeting will probably be éalled very soon to 
take action upon it. In bis letter Mr. Fink sets 
forth that he retires from his office because he 


is anxious for a long rest and an entire relaxa- 
tion from business cares. 

Speaking of his resignation yesterday he said 
that he wanted to go to Europe for a protracted 
stay, and he did not want to havé anything that 
would call him back to this country untii he 
felt like returhing. His resignation, ne said, 
was vot due to any trouble in the Trunk Line 
Association. Whether his resignation will bé 
accepted by the trunk line Presidents is a ques- 
tion that is full of interest to railroad men and 
many others. By somé well versed in matters 
felating to the association its acceptance is re 
garded as extremely improbable. Mr. Fink has 
been & valuable man to thé roads in his asso- 
Clation. He was the adviser, the peacemaker, 
and sometimes the polite and diplomatic dic- 
tator to the Presidents in their various con- 
treversies, Hé was 4 gteat adjuster of difficul- 
ties. He chided where chiding was necessary; 
he bridged matiy a yawning chasm, atid was 
the mouthpiece between the public and the as 
sociation. No matter how stormy the meeting 
or how conflicting the interests, whén the Com- 
missiener was asked for the details he always 
took an optimistic view of things, ana told of 
the harmony that prevailed. 

Mr. Fink has thought of resigning several 
times, but ach time he hasbeen dissuaded from 
it. Om one or two occasions his resignation 
even got so far as the hand of the Presidents, 
but they induced him to withdraw the doou- 
meat in each instanoe. That the Presidents will 
now refuse to accept bis resignation and en- 
deavor to seeure its withdrawal by giving him 
& vacation that wiil only be limited by Mr. Fink’s 
Wishes is an opinion that ebtains among Many 
ae 24 whe are interested in the subject. 

6 retiring Commissioner is aman of strik- 
ing personal appearance. He is of large fieure 
and has a wassive head and hair, mustache, and 
chin whiskers of silvery gray. His railroad 
career has been a_ continued success and it has 
beén along One. He Was born in Lauterbach, 
near Frankfort-on-the-Main, Germany, Oct. 27; 
1827, and was graduated at the Polytechnie In- 
btitute in Darmstadt, where he studiea archi- 
tecture, in 1848, A year later he came to this 
country and began his railroad career as a 
draughtsmun in the office of the Baltimore and 
Onio Railroad, and became chief office assist- 
ant 6f Benjamin H. Latrope. That portion of 
the road between Cumberland ana Wheeling was 
then in process of construction, and Mr. Fink 
designed and supervised the building of the first 
important iron bridge in this country, that over 
the Monongahela River, and the viaduct over 
Trey Run. He built many of the bridges and 
tunnels on the section of the road from Grafton 
to Parkersburg. During this time Mr. Fink was 
consulting engineer of tho Norfolk and Peters- 
burg Railway and cesizned the bridge at Nor- 
folk. He left the service of the Baltimore and 
Oniy in 1857, and became assistant to George 
McLeod, chief engineer of the- Louisville and 
Nashville Road. He built the Green River 
bridge, that over the Cumberland at Nastville, 
and the great bridge over the Obio at Louis- 
ville. He was chief engineer and Superintend: 
ent of the road and machinery department 
during the civil war During this period 
bridges were destroyed and connections were 
severed, and the money loss thus involved was 
estimated at not less than $620,450, 

In 1865 Mr. Fink was made General Manager 
of the Louisville and Nashville, and in 1870 he 
was elected its Vice President. After the finan- 
cial crisis of 1873 the evils of unrestrained 
railway competition foresd upon his mind the 
necessity of a remedy. Thia led him to devise 
his plan for the oreation of the. Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association, atid in 1875 he 
resigned his office in the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Company and became manager of the as- 
sociation, with the title of General Commis- 
sioner. He came to New-York in June, 1877, 
with the intention ef going at once toe Ger: 
many for a visit, but after his arrival here 
Messrs. Vanderbilt, Garrett, Jewett, and Scott, 
then the Presidents of the four ereat trunk 
hnes, had a conference with him and askea him 
to remain in this city and attempt the organ- 
ization of a pool of the west-bound traitic 
ot these roads on a plan of division of the torn- 
nage similar to the one he had succeeded in 

utting into operation in the South. He staid 

ere, formed the great trank-line pool, was 

made Commissioner of the pool, and when the 
inter-State cemmerce law made it. neecessary 
to call it “‘ Association” instead of “ pool,” Mr. 
Fink was officially titled Trunk Line Comunis- 
sioner instead of Pool Commissioner. His ex- 
pert testimony on railroad management before 
various committees forms important chapters 
of American railroad history. If his resigna- 
tion 18 accepted the question of his successor 
a bea knotty problem for the President to 
solve, 

Henry Fink, Vice President of the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia syste, is a 
brother of the Cenimissioner, and Rudolph 
Fiuk, receiver of the Memphis and Little Rock 
Railroad, is another member of the family. 
They were all born in Lauterbach and they are 
all civil engineers.

Waukée and St. Paul. Presiaent Miller of the 
latter ruad to-day telegraphed Chairman Walker 
as follows: 

“The St. Paul Coifipany was one of the first 
to go into the Presidents’ agreement, and has 
scrupulously observed its provisions; the loose 
general charges to the contrary aré wholly un- 
warranted. Under the agreement the Chair- 
man has full power to examine the books and 
fecords of any company and to question 
its officers and agents, under oath, to determine 
whether the agreement has been violated. If 
the Alton Company had ¢alled for such an ex- 
amination, it wonld have shown its own sin- 
eerity and good faith. It has not done so, and 
therefore itis not in a position to justify its 
withdrawal by the charges it makes against 
the St. Paul Company.”

John Fitzpatrier, alias “Liverpool Jack,’ 
Was afralgned before Judge Cowing in General 
Sessions yesterday to plead to two indictments 
for kidnapping David Kennedy and Harry 
Toole, His counsel, William F. Hows, said that 
his olient had beén required to give bail to tha 
amount of $9,000—$4,000 in the case of James 
Moran and $5,000 in the matter of the two re- 
éent indictments. Mr. Howe wanted to have 
Jack released from the four-thousand-doliar 
bond. Jadgé Cowing said that, as the case 
would come up before Recorder Smyth, he would 


leave the ball question to be disposed of by the 
Recorder. Fitzpatrick then entered a plea of 
not guilty in the casés of Kennedy and Toole 
Adolph Tirox, a young man who said he re- 
sided af 144 Léwis-strest, called at Castle Gar-

6aftened at the condition of affairs, have drowned 
themselves. Threé that ran away wefe caught 
and arrested. We intend to go to California if we 
cau getaway. Wedon’t get any news from any- 
where, and we are like prisoners. What will be- 
come of me God only knows, I have kept a diary 
= I shall send to you when I think my end is 
near, — 

“ Any.letters you have for me send to We m care 
ot Agencia Comercial, in Progreso, Mexico. Write 
to me as if you wereimy brother, and state in the let- 
ter that my father is dead and that I should start at 
ones for Vienna. This is the only way Ioan think 
of to ve able to get away trom here.”

BALL PLAYERS’ SALARIES. 

Before starting for Cleveland last night Short 
8top Ward, President of the Ball Players’ 
Brotherhood, said that a conference in the West 
will be held shortly between committees repre- 
senting the Brotherhood and the League. Ward 
of New-York, Hanlon of Pittsburg, and Brouth- 
ers of Boston willlook after the interest of the 
players, and Day of New- York, Kogers of Phila- 
delphia, and Spalding of Chicago the managers’. 

The object of the conference is to take defi- 
nite action in regard tothe classification sys- 
tem. Since its adoption it has been a dead let- 
ter, nearly every club violating the rule, and 
the players are desirous of having it repealed. 
The majority of the managers, too, are in favor 
ef abolishing the rule, and the probabilities are 
thatin ashort while the classification system 
will bea thing of the past. This is one of the 


many deviees used by managers whose gener- 
osity is limited, 10 cut down salaries. It was 
only a pretext, and from the outset only one or 
two took advantage of it, the others paying 
their players just as they pleased. 

“Salary limits and classification systems,” 


*gaid a prominent player last night, ‘ wil} be 


knocked in the head altogether. A ball player 
is worth all a club can aftord to give him, and 
he will get it. These schemes are devised by 
mean Managers who want to keep the nen 
down to rock-bottom prices in order to enable 
them to pocket big dividends. On account of 
the reserve rule, whichis a necessity, We Can- 
not play where we please, but we can and will 
defeat schemes of the classification order.” 

In a few days it will be definitely settled when 
and whero the conference is to be held.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 


Inquiry at the Navy Department with regard to 
an article published a few days ago which called at- 
teution to the death of Lieut. Heath, one of the 
survivors of the wrecked Vandalia, and accuses the 
department of unfairness in assigning him io duty 
on board the Iroquois, dévelops the faet that Lieut. 
Heath was ordered to the Mohican, titting for sea 
at Mare Island, Sept. 26 last. Before that ship 
went to sea, however, be was transferred to the 
Vandalia Jan. 14, and wasin that ship atthe time 
of the disaster at Samoa, No report has ever been 
received at the department as to Lieut, Heath's ill 
health, and nothing was known of his illness until a 
telegram announced his death. Several of the 
officers who had been but a short time attached to 
the wrecked ships were detained at Mare Island for 
duty in other vesels, some because they requested 
to be so assigned, and others because they had been 
but afew mouths on sea duty, and their services 
were needed at that point. To have ordered them 
to their homes and replaced them with other officers 
would have entailed large expense upon the Goy- 
ernment. Of the number so assigned to duty Lieut. 
Heath was one, but it is not believed at the depart- 
ment that his assignment entailed hardship. 


The Secretary of the Navy has received the re. 
port of Commander Whiting on the Yantic and 
Galena. The Yantic was damaged in a hurricane 
off the coast of Delaware lasely. The board finds 
that the hull ig not strained. The deck and fittings 
are in bad condition, and it is fecommerded that the 
vessel be docked to aliow of an examination of her 
copper sheathing. The repairs will, it is estimated, 
cost $14,340, and will require ten weeks’ time. This 
sum is 7 per cont, of the estimated cost of a» new 
vessel of like size and material. In the case of the 
Galena, which is lately in from Haytian service, 
the estimated cost of repairs is placed at $6,671, 
which is 4 per cent. of her value, and will place the 
vossel in shape for six months’ service, To fit her for 
etticient sea crnising wonld require some extensive 
repairs to her hull, involving a total expense of 649 
per cent, of the value of the ship.

It is reported from Washington that the 
Administration is seriously embarrassed 
by the question of an early session, as 
urged by the American wool growers. The 
embarrassment arises from the fact that 
the woolen manufacturers are firmly op- 
posed to any advance in the duties on 
their raw material, and will meet it with a 
demand for a reduction in several kinds of 
wool, and particularly in those not grown 
in considerable quantities-in this country. 
In these circumstances it would be 
folly for the Administration to pre- 
cipitate the quarrels that must come 
sooner or later by calling a session of Con- 
gress in October. Whether Congress meet 
jn that month or in December, the Senate 
bill asit passed last Spring, and as it was 
dictated to thé party by the ring of rich 
monopolists who gave their money to the 
corruption fund ef the Republican Party, 
cannot be passed witheut great difficulty. 
The difficulty will be greater in October 
than in December, because there will be 
more time to expose the many rascalities of 
the bill 











If there is any evidence in existence that 
would connect the men MoRONEY and Mc- 
DoNALD with tke murder of Dr. CRONIN it 
is pretty clear that none has been produced 
here to justify their-detention under arrest. 
When the District Attorney of Cook County, 
IIL, telegraphed for their-arrest the suppo- 
sition was that-evidence would be speedily 
forthcoming to justify the proceeding. The 
affidavit of the detective who made the ar- 
rest was a formal affair, made on *‘informa- 
tion and belief,” for which there was no 
ground except the Chicago dispatch. Not 
only has no evidence been actually pro- 
duced, but the three men brought from 
Chicago to identify the ‘*suspects”’ have 
utterly failed to do so. Men cannot be held 
long in custody on mere suspicion, and if 
the prosecuting officers of Chicago have 
anything else to go upon they have failed 
to come to time with it. The court evi- 
dently had no alternative but to discharge 

‘ the men. 








It is questionable whether the position 
taken by the Mayor with reference to ex- 
penses incurred by the District Attorney 
in prosecuting the bribery cases can be sus- 
tained. It is true the Constitution pro- 
vides that all expenses “incurred by any 
county in investigating and prosecuting” 
charges of bribing persons holding office un- 
der the laws of the Stato shall be "a charge 
against the State,” and tbat their pay- 
ment by the State shall be provided for by 
law. But the expensesare “ incurred” by the 
county, and it is the county that has to 
look to the State for payment. If the pros- 
ecuting officer of the county employs de- 
tectives in his investigations he can hardly 
send them directly to the State for their 
pay any more than witnesses and jurors can 
be told to apply at Albany for their fees. 
It is unquestionably the duty of the Legis- 
lature under the mandate of the Constitu- 
tion to provide for the payment of expenses 
incurred by the county in the prosecution 
of the bribery cases, but the expenses in 
the first instance are necessarily borne by 


the county.

At the — session of the Missouri Leg- 
 islature there was enacted a stringent anti- 


combination law, and the St, Louis ‘Re ¥ 


public reports that a mere’ threat of pros· 
ecution under the provisions of this law 
has caused the dissolution of one combina- 
tion. It appears that for some time all the. 
dealers in anthracite coal in St. Louis have 
been in combination and that by agree- 
ment they have exacted very high. prices. 
Last Winter the price of hard coal was 
raised by this “combine” in a short time 
from $7 50 to $9 50a ton. A few days ago 
Prosecuting Attorney CLOVER gave notice 
that he would undertake without delay to 
enforce the law in this case, and on the fol- 


. lowing day the combination was dissolved. 


This action was taken under the advice of 
& prominent member of the ring, who 
told his associates, as he says, that it 
would be useless to oppose the enforcenrent 
of the statute. The new law provides that 
if any corporation, firm, or association shall 
be prosecuted to cenviction, it shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than 1 per cent. 
or more than 20 per cent. of the capital 
stock of such corporation or of the amount 
invested in such firm or association, while 
at the same time the penalty to be exacted 
from a convicted officer of such a corpora- 
tion or of any member of such a firm shall 
be a fine “of not less than $500 nor to exceed 
$5,000,” with possible addition of impris- 
onment in the ceunty jail for one vear. The 
prosecuter is allowed to receive one-fifth of 
any fine recovered. 


The Cronin case, as it has now been de- 
veloped, has a painful interest for the Ad- 
ministration. The kind of Irishman who 
manages the Clan-na-Gael is the kind that 
is universally known as the Blaine Irish- 
man. One of this kind is the present Amer- 
icdn Minister to Chili, EGAN was the friend 
and associate of SULLIVAN and the other 
leaders of the Clan-na-Gael, and was se- 
leeted for a foreign mission as their repre- 
sentative and to satisfy their claims. 
It is now established that the Clan- 
na-Gael was an association of men 
who practiced swindling under pretense of 
committing murder, and that this pretense 
was not wholly false, as, even if they have 
not murdered many or any Englishmen, it 
is clear that they have murdered an Irish- 
man whose survival threatened the success 
of their swindling operations. EGAN’s 
nomination was accepted as ‘‘a Blaine ap- 
pointment,” and the Secretary of State 
must be especially anxious to rid himself 
of the odium attaching to such an appoint- 
ment without seeing his way to do so. 








One of the troubles of having a hereditary 
cause of quarrel with her neighbors was 
brought up in the Chamber of Deputies of 
France yesterday. A member, himself a 
Vice Admiral, declared the French war 
vessels to be antiquated and relatively use- 
less, and declared it to be the duty of 
the Government to provide a navy as 
strong as those of Germany and Italy ¢om- 
bined. Of course, if there is to be 
a war, this seems a reasonable de- 
mand, though France is not so much 
exposed by sea as is Italy. But the 
French people are already so heavily 
burdened by taxation that it has seriously 
crippled the prosperity and in some degree 
has weakened the military strength of the 
nation. lf their burden isto be kept con- 
stantly equal to that of Italy and Germany 
combined the danger of ruin in time of 
peace is as great asin time of war, if not 
greater, with this disadvantage, that in war 
there would be the possibility of a victory 
that would lift the burden for the future. 
GOVERNORS 
WORK, 


Gov. HIIL yesterday completed his thirty 
days’ work upon legislative bills of the 
present year. The Legislature afforded 
him the best possible oppertunity for 
making political capital by its extrav- 
agant appropriations and the hasty pas- 
sage of some hundreds of bills during the 
last ten days of its session, turning over to 
him about two-thirds of all the measures 
passed to dispose of as he saw fit without 
any chance for amending or reconsidering 
any of them. He leaves 167 of them un- 
signed. In most cases he has given ne rea- 
sons for his action, but whenever he has 
had achance to make a point against the 
Legislature he has not neglected it. The 
defects which he points out in the bill pro- 
viding for women factory inspectors afford 
an illustration of the careless legislation 
which is an inevitable result of the prac- 
tice of allowing bills to accumulate with- 
out action until the date for adjournment 
has been fixed, and then rushing them 
through with no chance for careful censid- 
eration. 

The Governor’s best opportunity for mak- 
ing capital at the expense of the Repub- 
lican Legislature was furnished by the 
appropriations of the session... These were 
uncommonly reckless and largely the result 
of logrolling. Provision was made for six 
or eight new normal schools scattered over 
the State, the supporters of the different 
bills * pooling their issues” and voting for 
all the measures. All bué one of them have 
been vetoed, and the principal supporter of 
that was a prominent Democrat in St. 
Lawrence County. Bills providing for 
armeries in various ceunties of the State 
gave the Governor another chance for re- 
ducing appropriations. The most important 
single appropriation that he has vetoed is 
that providing for a continuance of the 
work onthe State Capitol. A part et this 
was for greatly-needed repairs and for the 
improvement of the sanitary condition of 
the building, which is disgracefully bad. 
The Governor was advised by the Attorney 
General that the bill was so framed that he 
could not approve of the items for these 
purposes without giving effect: to the 
entire appropriation, and so he vetoed the 
whole bill. It is the fault of the Legis- 
lature that he was able to give good reason 
for his action. The mischievous plan of 
placing the expenditure of the money under 
the centrol of a political commission was 
continued, instead of leaving it to. the 
judgment of the Capitol Commissioner. 
However much the Governor’s sincerity 
and consistency may be open to question in 
this:matter, bis actual position is and bas 
been in the main sound.

But the Supply. bill gave the Governor 
his biggest chance for lopping off appropria- 
tions and claiming credit for saving the 
State a large amount of unnecessary ex - 
pense. He has slashed out seventy-nine 
items in all, aggregating $545,162 14. It 
weuld require a good deal of study and in- 
vestigation to enable one to judge ac- 
curately ef the propriety of his treatment 
ofthis measure, but it leoks as: though he 
hit an item wherever he could with any 
sort of safety. It seems to have matiered 
little te him whether the appropriation 
was fer expenses yet to be incurred 
or for those which have already been 
incurred and must be paid seme time. 
A large proportion of those struck out 
are for expenditures actually incurred in 
the past or for. labor and service already 
done. The counsel and stenographers of 
appropriation committees have fared badly 
at his hands and will have to whistle for. 
some time for their pay. He deprives those 
who prepared the Legislative Record for pub- 
lication of their compensation because he 
has concluded that the Hecord isa ‘‘ useless 
publication.” . It is a rather curious princi- 
ple that after a certain expense has been 
duly authorized by law and actually in- 
curred it shall not be paid because in the 
Governor’s opinion it has turned out to be 
useless. 

That the Governor proposes tomake what 
capital he can out of the reduction of appro- 
priations is made evident by his sending 
out a little “campaign document” contain- 
ing a list of those vetoed, footing up 
$1,808,550 13, or about one-seventh of all 
the appropriations made by the Legislature. 


THE RULING PASSION. 


It has been an unpleasant revelation to a 
good many Republicans that on the return 
of their party to power the office-hunger 
was stronger than they had ever imagined 
and even stronger than they had found it 
in their opponents. It was customary in 
former times for “ thoughtful Republicans” 
in entire good faith to speak of the Demo- 
crats as held together by ‘‘ the cohesive 
powerof public plunder” and to characterize 
the party as an “organized appetite.” Mr. 
CurtTis’s phrase in the convention of 1884, 
that the opposition was “very hungry and 
very thirsty,” fairly expressed the idea that 
most of'the Republicans of the better sort 
had of the Democrats as a mass. It was 
somewhat of asurprise, and to the parti- 
sans a disappointment as well, to discover 
when Mr. CLEVELAND entered the White 
House that the pressure of office seekers 
was noticeably less than it had been four 
years before, when Mr. GARFIELD had suc- 
ceeded Mr. Hayrs. A still greater surprise 
was in store for them when Mr. HARRISON 
succeeded Mr. CLEVELAND, and about 10 
per cent. of the Republican Party seemed to 
have descended upon Washington in pur- 
suit'of place. The fact wasthat the Repub- 
licans had been so long in power when they 
were displaced in 1884 that they had no 
real conception of the extent to which the 
spoils:system had bred the passion for spoils 
in the hearts and minds of the active men of 
the party. The facts in the case are now, 
however, quite too many and too plain to be 
ignored. 

Take the single department of the Post 








Office, always exposed to the greatest rav- 


ages of this passion. Certainly it was not 
exempt under Mr. CLEVELAND. On the 
contrary, the changes made by his Admin- 
istration were beyond all reason, and were 
greater than had ever been made under any 
other President. But they were scarcely 
one-third the number that have been made 
in the same time under Mr. HARRISON. 
This department is now in the care of a 
business man, who has not been known as 
a politician and who made his début in 
politics with a princely contribution to the 
Republican campaign fund in 1888, Mr. 
WANAMAKER is not only a business. man, 
but he is, professedly, a religious man, who 
has won a reputation for the application of 
high religious principles to his personal 
attairs. He has the name of being a pure, 
upright, God-fearing man in his private 
business, as well as a very sagacious and 
successful one. It is fair to assume that he 
meant to apply like principles to the public 
business, and that he has done so so far as 
he could under the pressure exerted upon 
him. What, then, must that pressure have 
been to produce the result that we all 
know? Our Washington dispatches yester- 
day morning announced that during the 
previous week Mr. WANAMAKER had turned 
out 1,012 Democratic Postmasters and put 
in their. places: a like number of Repub- 
licans. This was within four of the largest 
number of changes made in the same length 
of time since the Government was founded. 
It brought the number, since Mr. WANA- 
MAKER was made Postmaster General, up 
to very nearly eleven thousand. ‘What are 
we to say, what can we say, of sucha 
policy? It is simply folly to suppose, that 1t 
is dictated by business principles. Mr. 
WANAMAKER knows that a like policy in his 
own business would make him a bankrupt 
inayear. He knows that as a trustee of 
the people he bas no right to pursue such a 
policy. He knows that it is a distinct vio- 
lation of the pledges of the party and the 
President. Why, then, does he pursue it if 
it is not because he cannot resist the insane 
greed for ofiice that the spoils system has 
spread in the Republican Party? 

There is still another set of facts bearing 
on this inordinate hunger for place that 
was noted also in our Washington dispatches 
yesterday morning. These aro the reported 
combinations among members of the House 
of Representatives to obtain certain offices 
as the price of their votes for the party 
candidate for Speaker. We have already 
said that we do not think such combina- 
tions are likely to succeed. The majority 
of the party will undoubtedly be able to 
crush them by proving to those who join 
them that, even though they get their of- 
fices by joining the opposition, it will cost 
them more than it will bring them, since 
their political future will be at stake. But 
this fact does not make the existence of 
these combinations any less significant. If 
those who have formed them, or trie’ to 
form them, are’ frightened from following 





‘them out, it will be because their greed is 


-appealed to and they are shown that they 
“will get more in the long run by abandon- 
ing them. The motive. remains the same. 
“It is more noteworthy, too, because the of- 
tice of Representative is supposed to be one 
of some honor. A man elected to it is re- 
garded as being a lawmaker, chosen to aid’ 
in carrying out the principles of his party. 
But these men plainly think that their 
party has no principles except the single 
one of giving offices to its members. Nor 
are they far wrong. Thatis thesole prin- 
ciple on which most of the party appear to 
act. The functions of the Representative 
have practically ceased to be legislative; 
they have become those of an office broker, 
with au interest in the profits. It is really 
no exaggeration at the present moment to 
describe the Republican Party, as actually 
at work, asan organized and very highly 
organized appetite.

THE SAMOAN TREATY. 

Though Mr. WILLIAM WALTER PHELPS is 
very properly reticent concerning the resalt 
of his mission to Berlin, enough has trans- 
pired to indicate that Germany has yielded 
the chief points in dispute, and that the 
position taken by the State Department 
under Mr. BAYARD has been snccessfully 
maintained by the State Department under 
Mr. BLAIXE. Of course, so far as it goes, 
this result will add to the prestige of the 
United States in Europe, of little value as 
that prestige can be to us apart from grati- 
fying our national vanity. In this respect 
it might be dangerous by tempting us to en- 
tangle ourselves in other schemes either of 
European or of planetary politics in which 
our interest is even less than in the af- 
fairs of Samoa. Certainly, so long as our 
tariff excludes our manufacturers from the 
markets of the world, and while our own 
exports consist almost exclusively of raw 
waterials, we can have no profitable deal- 
ings with the Polynesians, who are in 
precisely the same situation. We can af- 
ford to let these nations which have manu- 
factured products to offer in exchange for 
raw materials adjust their relations with 
the Polynesians to suit themselves. We 
have never interfered with the questiena- 
ble processes by which Great Britain has 
extended her markets in Africa, in Asia, or 
in Oceanica, and there has been no reason 
why we should. If we have taken a differ- 
ent line teward the German operations in 
the South Pacific, it is not because we have 
any greater interestsat stake. It is mainly 
because some fifteen or twenty years ago 
we were persuaded to affect a concern 
which we did not fee! in Samoan politics. 

The German scheme of expansion differs 
from the English mainly in that it isa 
scheme of colonization as well as a scheme 
of commerce. Tat fact constitutes no rea- 
son why we should regard it with unfriend- 
ly eyes. Commercialiy there is no doubt 
that German interests so far preponderate 
in Samoa that no other interests are worth 
mentioning in comparison with them, and 
our appearance as the champion of the Sa- 
moans is a piece of irrelevant and irrational 
chivalry. Such real interests as we have 
have not been threatened by any deliberate 
or authoritative actien of the German Gov- 
ernment. It does not appear that with re- 
gard toSamoa Germany has any colonial 
designs; but if she have, there is no reason 
apparent why we should try to balk them, 

However this may be, we had committed 
ourselves to a certain policy with regard to 
Samoa, and there was nothing for us to do 
as a matter of national pride but to sustain 
our position. It is not so easy to see why 
Germany should have permitted us to have 
ourown way. The theory of the Western 
statesman may very possibly be that Ger- 
many has ‘‘ backed down” because she was 
afraid of us. This view will not be taken 
by any rational American. There is, in- 
deed, no reason why Germany should de- 
sire either to injure or to humiliate us, 
but about her power to do either or 
both it is unlikely that any German 
entertains any doubt. At the headquarters 
of'the German Army the figures showing 
the comparative naval and military strength 
of the two powers can hardly produce the 
fear and dejection to which the Western 
statesman will attribute the action of Ger- 
many. The “resources” of the United 
States, which are entirely undeveloped for 
military purposes, will svarcely appeal to a 
trained soldier, to whom the expression 
military resources means ships and troeps 
ready for battle. We must really look for 
some other explanation of the facility with 
which Germany has acceded to our demands. 

Perhaps we may find such an explanation 
in the supposition that the German Empire 
never had the designs upon Samoa that we 
have imputed toit. It is certain that there 
have been some very aggressive and disa- 
greeable representatives of Germany in 
Samoa, and that these persons have enter- 
tained views upon which they have per- 
suaded German naval officers to act, the 
German naval officers having a motive of 
their own in revenge for the killing of their 
countrymen. If we suppose, however, that 
the disavowal of the Consul’s action was 
sincere we can equally suppose that Ger- 
many has no designs upon Samoa that go 
beyond the protection of legitimate Ger- 
man interests—that is to say, the interests 
of the German traders who are doing busi- 
ness there. According to all the reports of 
what the new. treaty contains, these inter- 
ests are perfectly well provided for in it, 
and if thatis all that Germany wanted her 
**back-down” is perfectly explained.

JOHN GILBERT. 

During the later years of his long eareer 
JOHN GILBERT was treated with aftection- 
ate regard by the public. The applause 
bestowed upon his work was rot wholly 
due toits artistic excellence. If. a young 
actor should to-morrow display the ability 
to act the part of Sir Peter Teazle as well 
as GILBERT did, preserving all the’old tra- 
ditions of speech and ‘‘ business,” and the 
courtly manner of periwig eomedy, he 
would not be appreciated. No such actor 
will appear, though. ‘The School for 
Scandal” will never be acted again as it 
has been, and it is not: worth while to 
waste reyret over it. The stage is a very 
active factor in our social system, and if it

to, the secial system itself must be to 
‘blame. That the theatre of the future will 
equal in achievement and glory the thea- 
_tre of the past we do not doubt. 

It is a fact that should be apparent to the 
meanest unerstanding that the sole prov- 
ince of the stage is not to keep from obliv- 
ion the thoughts, fancies, and foibles of: 
past generations. SMAKESPEARE, to be 
sure, is always new, and a Shakespearean 
play is always timely. But SHAKESPEARE’S 
plays have never yet been acted as they 
‘may be acted, and the Shakespearean 
revivais of the twentieth century are 
likely to surpass in pictorial beauty and 
intellectual significance and in fidelity to 
the poet’s meaning the most: pretentious of 
our own time. But JOHN GILBERT was net 
a Shakespearear actor. During the years 
in which he has been famous in the eyes of 
aNew- York playgoers he has acted but three 
parts writien by SHAKESPEARE, namely 
Dogberry, Old Adam, and Polonius, and 
his perfermance of these is not remembered 
with the delight one takes in remember- 
ing his Sir Anthony Absolute, Sir Peter, 
Old Wilding, or Mr. Dornton, whose pa- 
ternal affection was stronger than his anger. 

GILBERT was a splendid actor in a re- 
stricted line, but aline in which he had no 


has been-no actor so good as he in his best 
parts en the British stage since the death of 
the elder FaRREN. He helped, with his as- 
sociates in the Wallack band of playérs, to 
keep alive in America the traditions of the 
English comedy of manners, after they had 
been forgotteh in England. He did nething 
new. He never gavea new character to 
the stage. The parts he acted in new plays, 
except a few that merely reproducéd the 
qualties that distinguished those foremost 
in his repertory, are not remembered. His 
work was always scrupulously careful, and 
he never failed. But he was not great save 
in the so-called ‘‘old comedies,” and in 
those he was certainly great in his gener- 
ation. 

Though an American born and bred, 
therefore, GILBERT was essentially an Eng- 
lish actor. He perfected himself in the tra- 
ditions of English acting of the old school 
in his young manhood, when there was 
nothing else to study, and the “ traditions” 
belonged to the contemporary manner. He 
was gifted by nature with advantages of 
physique, feature, and voice which helped 
him greatiy in his calling. He accepted 
what he saw and what was taught to him 
in his youth, and never forgot it afterward. 
He had reached his prime when he joined 
the Wallack company in 1862, and in the 
succeeding twenty-six years his acting did 
not vary much. Parhaps Sir Peter and Sir 
Anthony were portraits that grew mel- 
lower with time, but that was the eftect of 
nature, not of art. The artist scarcely re- 
touched them or changed their tone. 

Personally Mr.GILBERT, in his later years, 
was a fine, dignified old gentleman, very 
courteous to ail whom he met, and beloved 
by all who knew him. He was affable and 
appreciative, but although he may not have 
been tond of his Shelley, yet he certainly 
shared that poet’s pangs under the influ- 
ence of mutability. He could see no good 
in the stage except the good that had gone. 
In that respect his opinion was shared by a 
large number of persons who talked and 
wrote about the stage in his time, and who 
will make his taking-off in his ripe old age 
a text forasermon on the artistic degen- 
eracy of these times. 

GILBERT lived his life well from the be- 
ginning. He worked faithfully until he 
had reached an age when most men are in- 
capable of work. His memory will be 
cherished.

One way of reconciling the discrep- 
any may be to suppose that the meeting in 
question occurred sufficiently long ago for 
Trepoo Trs to perform that escort duty for 
the sick and still to make his way across to 
Zanzibar. Another account says that it is 
the son of T1pPo0o T1B who is coming through 
to Zanzibar, which would leave the whole 
matter clear. At all events, the threads 
are drawing together gradually. It may 
be accepted that STANLEY and EMIN will 
before many months emerge on the east 
coast of Africa... Meanwhile, there appears 
to be very little for the Emin relief. expedi- 
tion now in Zanzibar to do.

KOR THE PUBLIO; SAFETY. 


Under the provisions of the Laws of 1882, 
Chapter 410, the Board of Fire Commissioners 
yesterday promulgated a general order govern- 
ing the handling, transportation, storage, sale, 
and use of all manner of explosives, in this 
olty, the regulations to go into effect Jaly 1. 
Violations of the regulations are punishable as 
felonies, by fine or imprisonment, 

The first article of the regulations defines what 
are meant respectively by “explesives” and 
“high explosives.” Article 2 declares that all 
persons engaged in the transportation, sale, 
storage, and use of explosives shall be not less 
‘than twenty-one years of age, of good habits, 
reliable, and able to read the Englisn language 
understandingly. All persons applying for 
permite under the regulations must be ex- 
amined under direction of the Inspector of 
Combustibles, touching their knowledge of the 
regulations, and must show that they are fully 
informed as to the properties of the explosives 


roposed to be transported, kept, geld, or usea. 
he third article absolutely prohibits the manu- 
facture or any part of the process of manu- 


hibits the packing of more than five pounds of 
explosives in a single package and of more 
than fifty pounds, in ten-pound cases, in double 
packages, and prescribes the general character 
or the packages to be employed. 

Article 5 directs that not more than five 
pounds of explosive shall at any time be trans- 
ported in any vessel, vehicle, or other convey- 
ance used for the transportation of passengers, 
and it directs also that no caps or detonators or 
any iroo or steel tools shail be carried in prox- 
imity to such explosives. A quantity not to ex- 
ceed 140 pounds may be transported in any 
vessel, vehicle, or other conveyance which is 

; not used for the transportation of passengers. 
Provisions for the sale and storage for sale of 
—— are contained in Article 6. It pro- 
vides that applications for permits must be 
tnade in writiug, stating for whom the permit 
is desired, the location of the premises at which 
the explosives are to be kept and sold, the na- 
ture of the business in which the applicant is 
engaged on such premises, and the quantity and 
description of the explosives intended to he 
kept on hand for sale. oO permit will be issued 
for the sale of explosives in any butiding where 
cigars or tobacco are kept forsale, where paints, 
oils, or varnish are made or kept, either for 
use or sale; where dry geods of any kind or 
toys or other light combustibles are kept tor 
sale; any carpenter’s shop, drug store, building 
where kerosene or other petroleum product is 
sold, or any building in which fireworks, coal 
oil, camphene, burning fluid, or other products 
or compounds containing any of such sub- 
stance, matches or cartridges, tar, pitch, resin, 
or turpentine, hay, cotton, or hemp are manu- 
factured, stored, or Kept on sale. No permit 
will be issued for any sales on any frame or 
wooden building or in any building in which 
auy person other than the applicant or his fam- 
ily resides. 

No permits will be issued for the sale of ex- 
plosives within that section of tne oity lying 
within the following boundaries: Chambers- 
street, West Broadway, South Fifth-avenuc, 
Fitth-avenue, Fourteenth-street, Sixth-avenue, 
Twenty-third-street, Fourth-avenue, Astos- 
—" Lafayette-pluce, Great Jones-street, a 

ipe running through the block from Great 
Jones-street and Lufayette-place to the corner 
of Bleecker and Crosby streets; thence by Crosby 
to Howard, by Howard to Eim, by Kim to 
Reade-street, and by Reade-street to Centre- 
street, and thence to Chambers-street. Not 
more than one permit wiil issue for 
each block, and there are other regulations 
looking te the utmost safety in the sale and 
storage of explosives. All applicants must 
furnish bonds in $5,000 for the payment of any 
loss, damage, or injury to persons or property 
arising from the sale or keeping of such ex- 
plosives. 

Contractors now engaged or hereafter to be 
engaged iu blasting operations are by Article 
7 required to make’ Jike applicution and file a 
similur bond. 





THE RELIEF FUND. 


A quorum of the Executive Committee of the 
Conemaugh Valley Relief Fand was not present 
in the Governor’s Room yesterday afternoon. 
Treasurer J. Edward Simmons informally re- 
ported that the relief fund in his haads had 
reached $464,379 85, and he had already hon- 
ored a draft by Gov. Beaver for $50,000. The 
Committee on Transportation and Relief in 
this city had received $250 for the assistance 
of sufferers who have come here, and Gov. 
Beaver had peen authorized to draw for. $100- 
000 more. Mr. A. B. De Freece reported that 
the net receipts from entertainments given for 
the benefit of the fund amounted to $9,280 72. 
The committee yesterday informed Mayor Fit- 
ler of Philadelphia that none of its members 
would accompany Gov. Beaver’s Commissivuners 
to Conemaugh Valley, as it had full confidence 
in the Governer and the gentlemen he had se- 
lected to distribute the relief to the sufferers.

Drexel & Co. of Philadelphia received a cable 
order yesterday from the Paris house of John 
Munroe authorizing a draft for $2,266 67 addi- 
tional to the Paria subscriptions for the sufferers 
of Jonnstown. Of this sum $1,066 67 comes 
from the proceeds of the Wild West's benefit. 
This makes $14,766 67 so far raised in Paris 
for this charity.

THB QUINNSBAU@S RETORN. 


q+ _—__o_ 

The United States steam corvette Quinnebaua 
arrived in this port yesterday at 9 A. M., 
after an absence from the United Btates of 
nearly eizat years. The last point of land left 
on the homeward run was the Madeiras, the 
corvette steaming out of Funchal on the even- 
ing of May 18. The passage home was void ol 
any particular interest; no casualties were re- 
corded, and the vessel brought into port a clean 
bill of health. The crew numbers 180 mon, and 
all hands are reported in sound health, the 
Quinnebaug thus fully sustaining her reputa- 
tion of being a lucky ship. 

The orders direeting the Quinnebaug to 
return to the United States were issued some 
time during the first of the year. On April 10, 
the date of their receipt by the Quinnebaug in 
Alexandria, Egypt, Commander Davis weighed 
anchor and stood out for Malta. He arrived at 
Malta April 16, and after laying there for tive 
Gays again cleared vort and stood for Ville- 
franche, Italy, arriving there April 24. On the 
1st of May the Quinnebanug left Italian shores, 
and on the 6th of May the rock of Gibraltar 
Was made, and after coaling up during a three 
days’ stay, the corvétte finally, on the 9th of 
last month, passed through the straits and bade 
farewell to the station on which she had been 
for the last eignt years, The run from Gibraltar 
to the Madeiras oceupied three days, Funchal 
being made on May 12. At this port, the last 
before reaching home, the Quinnebaug took all 
the coal she could carry in her bunkers. 
In the case of a vessel of the Quinnebaug’s 
type it is very essential to eeonom:zs 
fnel as much as possible where a lonz 
passage is contemplated, and as the steam pow- 
er suboard is only auxilliary recourse is had to 
sails. To get the corvette well clear of land 
steam was kept up until the morning of the 
19th ult., when all sail was made and the 
course shaped for the southern passage across. 
On the third and fourth days out a fresh gale 
was encountered, but the vessel runoing rapidly 
to the southward soon fell directly in th: track 
of the trade winds, and from this time on it was 


all plain sailing. The best runs were made on 
the 10th and llth inst. On reaching a pointa 
little to the northward of the Bermudas steam 
was gotten up and used until the vessel arrived 
at her anchorage off Twenty-sixth-street in the 
North River, 

The Quinnebaug belongs to the same class as 
the Galena, the Marion, Swatara, Mohican, Os- 
sipee, and Juniata, being one ef the vessels con- 
structed during the term of Secretary Robeson. - 
For a vessel which bas done so much active 
cruising as has the Quinnebaug it is not a mat- 
ter of surprise that arter an eight years’ absence 
she should make her appearance home badly in 
need of repairs. Sofaras the hull goes Com- 
mander Davis is of the opinion that it is rairly 
sound. But the spars for the most part are un- 
sound, while the: lower masts are well nigh rot- 
ten. When recently a board of survey of the 
Quinnebaug’s officers condemned some of the 
lower rigging in the main, it was devided un- 
safe to cune up any of the lanyards for 
fear the masts might go by th». boara. 
Notwithstanding his weak condition aloft, Com- 
mander Davis did not hesitate to put suli on 
the Quinnebaug, but he was careful on all oc-- 
Gasions not to carry too long or in any way 
give yards and masts a strain. For fear, per- 
haps, that he might lose his sticks in the event 
of encountering heavy weather the Quinnebaug 
kept her coal supply well in hand and. tires 
ready to light at a moment's notice. The Doil- 
ers of the Quinnebaug are comparatively in as 
bad condition as are the yard and masts. Elev- 
ea years of service have pretty weil used them 
np, and sheald the corvette ever again go in 
commissiou the present set of old boilers will 
have to come out and give place to a new set. 

The battery of the Quinnebaug is of the same 
character as that aboard all of her class of ves- 
sels. It consists of eight guns, six of which ars, 
Woodside nine-inch Dahigrens, one an eight- 
inch couverted muzzie-loading rifie, amidships, 
and a sixty-pounder Parrott rifle on the fore- 
castle. . 

Just whai is to be done with the Quinnebaug 
is not yet learned, but there ts little doubt that, 
she will proceed to the Brooklyn Navy Yard in 
the course ofa few days and go ont of com- 
mission. The three years’ term of duty of the 
greater part of her officers and crew has not yet 
expired, and it is thought that the Quinne- 
baug’s men will be apportioned among 
various vessels of the North Atlantic squadron 
to complete their remaining one year of service. 

Commander Davis last evening remarked on 
the great. number ef American tourists that 
frequented Egypt last Winter. He thought, 
their numbers alone warranted the presence of 
& War Vessel as a representative of the Govern- 
ment’s protection. The Quinnebaug leit the 
Lancaster in adeplorable condition so far us 
her boilers are concerned. She can, however, 
muke her way home under sail should it be de- 
cided toorder herreturn. The Enterprise is the 
only efficient vessel on the station, and at pres- 
ent she is down at Zanzibar, far off from her 
Own atation.

‘A VETERAN ACTOR .GONE 


THE DEATH OF JOHN GIL- 
BERT YESTBRDAY. 
PASSING AWAY QUIETLY AT HIS S5I8-. 
TER’S HOME IN BOSTON AFTER AN 
ILLNESS OF ABOUT THREE WEEKS. . 


Bostox, June 17.—John Gilbert died atl 2 
o oloox this afternoon at the home of his sister, . 
Mrs, Pierce, at 45 Rutiand-street. His wife, 
sisters, and other relatives were with him at his. 
bedside as he quietly passed away. 

About three weeks ago Mr. Gilbert was taken: 
fil with pneumonia and this was followed by con-* 
gestion of the bronchial tunes and of the lungs. . 
Then came an attack of his old trouble, Bright's: 
disease. The lesser complications, however, . 
passed away in twoor three days, but, although 
released ‘from these extra annoyances, he was 
‘Weakened by them and from then to the end 
he steadily failed, retaining foraday or two his 
then present condition, but regaining nothing. 
He was conacious until his death. 

The funeral will take place Thursday at 1:30 
P. M., from the Rev. M. J. Savage’s church, and 
the burial will be at-Mount Auburn. 


“John Gilbert was born on the 27th of Feb- 
ruary, 1810, at 12 Richmond-street, Boston,. 
inthe house adjoining that in which, some 
roars later, Charlotte Cushman was born. His 
father, John Neal Gilbert, died while the boy 
Was very young, and at the age of fourteen 
years John went to work as aclerk in the dry 
goods store of an uncle for whom he was 
mamed, John Gibbs, Mr. Gilbert dropped the 
Gibbs when he dropped the yardstick. Among 
his schoolmates Gilbert had been noted for his 
elocutionary powers; while he was a clerk he 
Was aiso an amateur actor, and at the age of 
eighteen years he had an opportunity to make 
his first appearance before the footlignts. 
The Tremont-Street Theatre in Boston 
Was then managed by a company of 
fifty gentlemen; the theatre was not pay- 
ing and the stockholders held frequent 
meetings. Atone of these board meetings the 
young man’s request to be allowed to publicly 
exhibit his talent was granted, and, billed as 
Va young gentleman,” he appeared as Jafiier in 
“ Venice Preserved,” Otway’s gloomy tragedy. 
He was fairly successful in this effort, although 
the unexpected sight of his uncle’s grim face in 
one of the boxes nearly overeame him at the 


beginning. The next day, after he had a tear- 
ful ixterview with his uncle and his mother, 
they decided to leu tne boy bave his own way, 
and within a few days he made his second ap- 
pearance at the Tremont, this time as Sir Ed- 
ward Mortimer in “The Iron Chest.” After- 
Ward he had a benefit, playing Sir Edward a 
second time, and for this he recetved $100; but 
thea his giory disappeared, he was cast for 
roinor réles, and his salary fora while was only 
$3 a week. ; 

With a part of the Tremont Theatre company 
Gilbert was sent to Salem, and while playing to 
seafaring folks at that port he was engaged by 
James H. Caldwell, manager of the Camp- 
Street Theatre, New-Orleans, to act in the 
Southern cities. At New-Orleans the young 
swetor experienced his first attack of stage 
fright, (ne was playing Sir Frederick Vernon in 
**Rob Koy,”) and was hissed for the first and 
only time iu his life. For almost five years Mr. 
Gilbert remained under Caldwell’s manage- 
ment, acting in Southern and’ Southwestern 
towns and villages. He was cast for all sorts 
ot parts, and had to put up with all manner of 
hardships. When money was plenty, the actors 
Were paid; when 1t was not, they had to do the 
best they could without money. For the five 
years succeeding his sojourn in the South Mr. 
Gilbert was again at the Tremont Theatre 
in Boston, then managed by Thomas Barry. 
Aero for the first time he was regularly cast for 
‘first old men,” a iine of parts which he playea 
for more thao fifty years, and during thie en- 

agement he was assuciated with the elder 

oth, the elder Wallack, Tom’? Hamblin, T. 
P. Cooper, Ellen Tree, Tyrone Power, Charlotte 
Cushman, and the Keeleys, who visited this 
country in 1836. During a partof this period 
Mr. Gilbert was stage manager at the Tremont. 

At the end of his first ten years of service 
upon the stage Mr. Gilbert ventured to New- 
York, where he secured an engagement at the 

‘gid Bowery Theatre to play leading characters. 
He atterward returned oace more to the Tre- 
mont, then managed by J. P. Jones, and re- 
mained there until 1843, when the historic 
playhouse was sold to a church society. For 
the next year or so Mr. Gilbert played, chiefly 
in the old English comedies, at the National 
Theatre, in Boston, and he then went to Lon- 
don, where he tirst appeared at the Princess’s 
aeatro as Sir Robert Bramble 1n Colman’s 
* Poor Gentieman.”. At this house Gilbert 
remained for an entire sesson, acting 
the old gentlemen of comedy and trag- 
edy and ‘heavy” characters in the 
support of Mr. Macready and. Charlotte 
Cushman. During bis visit to England Mr. 
Gilbert visited the theatres as frequently as he 
could, and found that be had mnoach to Jearn 
from the actors who were deservedly popular 
in London at that day. At the Haymarket 
Theatre in particular, where Mathews and 
Buckstone, Mme. Vestris, and Mrs. Glover 
Were then playing together, he saw English 
comedy acted as he had never seen it acted be- 
fore, and he always attributed much of his later 
Bucoess to the clese study he then made of the 
work of those polished aud versatile artists. 

After this Londun experience Mr. Gilbert's, 
career was One of steady avd sober success; he 
never aspired to be a “star,” but in a stock 
company he filled a conspicuous and important 
pisee. When be returned to New-York he acted 
at the old Park Theatre, and was ‘first old 
ingaa”’ there when the house was burned in 1848. 
* Naval Engacenients” was the last piece on the 
bill that night, and as Admiral Kingston John 
Gilbert recited the “tag,” the last words spoken 
from the stage of a playhouse the name of 
which still lives in history. From the Sowery 
Theatre, where he was engaged after the de- 
Btruction of the Park, Mr. Gilbert went to 
Philadelphia, where he remained for five years; 
thence he returned to Boston, on the opening of 
the Boston Theatre under the Management of 
Mr. Thomas Barry. In 1857 he returned tu 
Philadelphia, aud in 1862 he Was engaged as

THE SOUTH’S IRON INDUSTRY. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 17.—"I do not ex- 
pect any considerable advance in the priee of 
iron for six months,” said Mr. Thomas Seddon, 
President of the Sloss Iron and Steel Company. 

** Will any of the Southern furnaces go out of 
blast if prices remain unchanged during the 
Summer ?” 

“Certainly not. Southern furnace men are 
not making as much money as they would like 
to make, of course, but they are doing very 
well, and and they are not going to shut down 
unless iron goes much lower. The fact is, 
Southern furnaces are ail making money at the 
present price of iron, and are selling more than 
they would if iron were higher. With railroad 
rates against us, we can still compete with 
Pennsylvania furnaces and have a fair margiu 
left. We have recently asked the trunk lines 
to the West and North to give us bettor rates 
on pig iron, but I do not expect any change just 
now. The rauroud managers evidently think we 
are doing well cnough, as we keep rigbt on sell- 
ing and shipping iron. I am satisfied they 
would promptly give us better rates if they 
thought we needed them. If there isa further 
decline in the price of iron we will get better 
rates and then we will control the iron markets 
of the West against all competitors.” 

Mr. Seddon’s opinions are shared by a major- 
ity of the iron men of this city. They would 
like to get better prices, but they are making 
money now and no Southern furnaces will go 
out of blast while present prices are maintained

4HK CAPILOL 10 REMAIN WITH 
SIEVE-LIEB ROOF, . 
THE GOVERNOR'S CONSCIENCE WILL NOT 
' PERMIT HIM TO SIGN THE WOMAN’S 
FACTORY INSPECTION BILL. : 


ALBANY, June 17.—Smith Weed’s was the only 
Normal Schoo! bill, and the additional appropri- 
ation for the Saratoga armory was ‘the only one 
of the armory bills that. met the Governor's: ap- 
proval to-day. Tne Governor's veto of the 
Capitol Apprepriation bill met with muon ada- 
verse criticism about the Capitol. The prin- 
cipal regret was for the: sanitary condition of 
the building and the leaky state of’ the roof. 
Even while the reporters were copying the 
memorandum of the Capito) appropriation veto 
the water from the heavy storm without found 
its way to the interior of the building and 
trickled down the north wall. The stone wia- 
dow casements were so damp that they made 
the room very uncomfortable. Deputy Secre- 
tary of State Willers said that tle veto of the 
bill would compel his retirement as soon as he 
could leave the ofice—that is, upon the return 
from Europe of Secretary Cook. ‘The at 
mosphere of the Capitol is rank with poisonous 
tne 
persons employed there. 

As areason for not approving the bill Gov. 
Hill saye: 


“My views npon appropriations for the Capitol 
xpress in two certain memo- 
led by me on June 9, 1888, upon approving 
the Assembiy Ceiling Appropriation’ * and the 
bill tor continuing work on the. State library. [t 
will be remembered hg I then protested against 
both of these moasu upon the distinct grounds 
that I was opposed to farther commissions com- 
posed of inexperienced men ‘not architects or build- 
ers, and that the Capitol work should be solely in- 
trusted to the regular Capitol Commissioner, to 
wit: Ieaac G. Perry, an able, responsible. and com- 
etent arohitect and builder, and a thoroughly 
onest wan. I insisted that last year’s bills were 
unwise; that the course pursued by the Legislature 
was unbusiness-like, and that it furnished a per- 
nicious precedent and would prove unsatisfactory 
to the State in its results. — 

“T formally signed the measurea, as I then stated, 
because of the preasing emergencies which were then 
presented, and not because they really met my ap- 
proval, It ie believed that the ple are opposed 
to a repetition of legislation of this character. An- 
other year has passed and now another unsatis- 
factory measure is presented, a mere temporary ex- 
pedient, and I am asked to approve it because it 1s 
again claimed that another emergency 1s reprosent- 
eu, and that a great necessity exists for the continu. 
ance ofthe work projected. Another commission is 
proposed, which is to have supervision of the work, 
consisting of one manufacturer and two lawyers 
and politicians, and Commissioner Perry is .to be 
aseociated with them. 

“I must adhere te my convictions expressed last 
year, and cannot again yield them because of the 
asserted emergency presented. I should have been 
glad to have approved that portion of the bill relat- 
ing to desirable improvements and repairs to the fin- 
ished portion of the Capitol, but I am advised by the 
Attorney General that the bill has been so framed by 
the Legisluture as to compel me to approve the 
whole appropriation or nope of it. ray? AP hg ng 
for the Capitol must wait until aome definite, per- 
manent, comprehensive, and businesslike policy 
aball be adopted by the Legislature that will meet 
the approval of the people of the State.” 


It would seem from the Governor's actions 
that he has recanted somewhat with rela- 
tion to the Board of Regents of the Uni- 
versity. Ue signed the consoliaation of 
the laws relating to the Regents’ Office, 
which virtually makes it a live body. 
It gives the Regents many powers which 
schools had to go to the Legislature for hereto- 
fore. They may now apply directly to the Re- 


ents for a charter. The Brooklyn Polytechnic 
fnetitute, which sought incorporation through 
legislative enactment, will be given a charter 
next month by the Regents under the 
new law. The quorom of the Regents 
is increased from six to ten, ana the Secre- 
tary of the board must. give $10,000 
bonds as its Treasurer. It also provides that the 
library shall be oven every day, holidays 
included, excepting Sundays, at ieAast eight 
hoursaday. The Regents had intended to keep 
open evenings, but $10,000 in the Supply bill 
for that purpose is vetoed, Ifa Regent fails to 
attend a meeting within a year without a writ- 
ten consent of his fellows, he is declared to 
have resigned. The Governor approves the 
item for $15,000 for books, but vetoes the items 
for taking cure of and placing them. By reason 
of the veto. of. the items for furnishing the 
library the rooms will have to remain uncar- 
peted, and the attachés and public must put up 
with many inconveuiences. 

In explanation of his veto of the Woman’s 
Factory Inspection bill the Governor provides 
this memorandum of his disapproval: 


“This bill provides for the appointment by the 
Governor of six women as Deputy Factory Inspéct- 
ora in addition to the male Deputy Factory Inepect- 
ors now authorized by law. This object was in- 
tended to be accomplished by the addition of proper 
provisions therefor at the erdoft the present Seo- 
tion 15 of the Factory Inspectors act without 
changing the present language of the section ex- 
cept by such additions. The last sentence of Sec- 
tion 15 now reads as follows: ‘The powers of said 
deputies shali be the same as the powers of the 
Factory Inspector, subject tothe supervision and 
direction of the Factory Inspector.’ By av unfort- 
unate clerical error in copying that sentence into 
the new Section 15. as proposed to be amended by 
this bill, the final words, ‘subject to the super- 
vision and direction of the Factorv Ins tor’ are 
omitted. The effect of this bill would, therefore, 
be to give the male ats oe Factory Inspectors the 
same powers as the Chier lnspector. ‘This would 
inevitably lead toa contlict of authority between 
the inspector and his dersties, all having eqnal 
powers, wiih no head to decide disputes. It is vital 
to the system of the Factory Inspectors’ Bureau 
that there should be one head thereof, with power 
to direct its operations and to supervise and direct 
his subordinates. 

“There is still another fatal defect in this bil. By 
Section 18 of the Factory Inspectors act, which 1s 
left unamonded, the Factory Inspector would have 
the power to remove at his pleasure the women 
Deputy Inspectors a, pointed by the Governor. No 
power is given either 10 the Governor or the Factory 
Inspector to fill such vacancies. ‘| he result would 
be that it would bein the power of the inspector 
not only to remove thé women depaties appointed 
by the Governor, but to abselutely abolish the en- 
tire Board of Women Deputies, with no power tu 
restore them. ‘The strange spectacle would thus 
be presented of appointees of the Guvornor of the 
State removed vy one of his subordinates. 

‘Section 18 of the Factory Inspectors act should 
also have been amended by exempting the women 
deputies appointed by the Governor from removal 
by the Inspector. Power should also be expressly 
xziven to the Governor to fill the vacancies occurring 
in the office of women Deputy Factory Inspectors 
from whatever cause. 

“I regret exceedingly that such fatal errors should 
have crept into this bill, which did not reach my 
hands until after adjournment, when amendment 
became impossible, The appointment of women as 
Deputy Factory Inspociorsa seems to be very gener- 
ally desired, and the benefits to be derived there. 
from are oovious and important, but not so impor- 
tant as to justify me in placing upon the statute 
books a law containing such serious errors and 
likely to preduce such grave complications in its 
practical working. It is to be hoped the next Leg. 
isiaiure wil) ee. pass a bill remetiying these de- 
lects, In Which case I shall be glad of an opportuni. 
ty to approve the same.” : 


Tbe Governor's memorandum disapproving 
the bill to abolish the office of State Agent for 
Discharged Convicts reads as tollows: 


“In my annual message of 1887 I recommended the 
abolition of the office of State Agent for Discharged 
Convicts. The Legislature, however, paid no at- 
tention to the recommendation. I specifically re- 
newed it in my annual message of 1888, but again 
no aotion was taken. In miy annual message of 
1889 [ renewed, generally, all my previous recom. 
mendations. On the last day of the present session 
this bill was p i, but vp in so defectivea 
shape that its approval is impossible. It is fatally 
defective, because, First—Although passed May 16, 
it provides that it shall take effeet on May 10 last. 
This is impossible. 
stroyea by any provision which declares that it 
shail go into effecton aday prior to its passage. 
sSecond— While this bill provides for the abolition of 
this office, the Supply bill proceeds upon the theury 
that the office is not tobe abolished, and mukes the 
usual appropriation to the state Agent of muneys 
tor distribution to discharged convicts, 

“If this bill should be signed there wonld be no. 
appropriation whatever available for the discharged 
convicts, because the Agent could not use the 
moneys and the Wardens of the prisons could not 
use them, because there is no appropriation made 
to them, and the convicts must go witheut these 
moneys until next year. it was clearly an inad- 
vertence, but it is nevertheless fatal, and the 
Wardens of the three state prisons have united in 
a oommunication to me asking that upon this 
latter ground the bill be not approved at thin time. 
The defect can be remedied by the next Legislature, 
but in the meantime it seems to be absolutely 
necessary that the State Agent should continue in 
the discharge of his duties.” 


The total appropriations made by the Legis- 
Jature last session were $12,558,055, as pro- 
vided for by the tax levy. The Governor gives 
outa memorandum to-night showing that he 
has vetoed $1,808,550, of which $545,162 is in 
yhe Supply bill.

templated by said act. as well as the unlawfal 
changes made by said Snuith during the prog- 
ress of the work of alteration and repairs of 
the Capitol in the plans and specifications 
aforesaid and without the knowleage or consent of 
said committoe, and in further consideration of the 
mannerin which said Snaith and Andrews, with- 
out the knowledge or consent of said committee, 
procured the payment of large sums of money to 
them outjof the Treasury of the State upon false 
vouchers not approved by the committee or by 
other illegal means, which sums were largely in 
excess of. any amount due them or either of them, 
and in further consideration of the manner in 
which said Snaith and Andrews caused the said

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WORKING FOR THE CABLE 


THE PROJECT OF THE THIED- 
AVENUE OOMPANY. 
& SOLUTION OF THE TRANSPORTATION 
PROBLEM WHICH MAY BE FUR- 
NISHED BY THE WALKER BILL. 


Among the many bills atened by Gov. Hill 
there is one which has attracted little public 
attention, but which will result in a greater 
transformation of the streets of this city than 
has been accomplished since the building of 
the hideous clevated railway structure, It is 
Senator Walker’s bill permitting any street 
surface railway company to change its motive 
power from horses or other ‘animal power to 
electricity or cable or any other power than 
that of locomotive steam engines, at the dis- 
cretion of the State Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners. 

The enactment of this bill has been awaited 
with impatience by the Third-Avenue Railroad 
Company and,it is supposed, by some other 
companies that are seriously contemplating the 
change from horse power to cable traction, The 
Third-Avenue Company some time ago secured, 
for the asking, the consent ef over a majority of 
the owners of property along its line to a 
change from horse to cable power, and then ap- 
plyed to Gen. John Newton, the Commissioner 
of Public Works, for leaye to open the pave- 
ments for the purpose of making the change. 
But Commissioner Newton, acting at that time 
under the advice of Mayor Hewitt, who thought 
the railroad company ought to be compelled to 
pay the eity for the right to operate its line by 
any other power than horses, refused the per- 
mission. . Thereupon the company invoked the 
power of the courts to compel the Commissioner 
to grant the desired privilege. But the com- 
pany was beaten in the entire scale of courts— 
Special Term, General Term, and Appellate 
Court—in the latter by thenarrow majority of a 


4-to-3 vote, the court holding that the com- 
pany’s charter did not authorize the running of 
the road by any form of steam power. 

Then the company went to the Legislature 
witha general act, providing that the change 
can be made if the owners of a majority of the 
property frocting on the line consent and the 
state Board of Railroad Commissioners approve 
the new motive power. In default of the prop- 
erty owners consenting the bill provides that 
three disinterested Commissioners, to be select- 
eda by the General Term of the Supreme Court, 
may take their place and give the consent. 

In the‘meantime one of the city surface rail- 
road companies bas been giving a storage sys- 
tem of electric motors an industrious trial, but 
with.poor results. The motor is far teo rere 
tor city roads, and would experience great diifi- 
culty in getting over ice-coated raile in Winter. 
Electricity by the overhang system of conduct- 
ors is out of the question in New-York City, and 
the other systems that have been investigated 
have been condemned for various causes. And 
in the West, where the cable traction has been 
long in use, objections to it arose that threat- 
ened to defeat its use in this city. 

But the Third-Avenue Company, which built 
and which owns the One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth-street and Tenth-avenue line of cable road, 
insists that the difficulties experienced in the 
West arose from bad construction of the sub- 
ways, This it overcame in building ite road. 
As any fault in the construction of a cable road 
will reflect most severely upon the company 
owning and operating it the greater economy, 
it is argued, will existin building the Third- 
avenue road in the most thorough and stable 
manner. Aconferenee of President Hart with 
the company’s legal advisers relative to the 
calling of a special meeting of the stockholders 
will be held to-day as a preliminary to imme-" 
diately resuming the efiurt to change from 
horse to ‘cabie power. The property owners 
along the line are warmly in favor of the change 
for several reasons, principal of which is the 
cleanliness of the cable as compared with horse 
power. Much of the noise that now results 
trom the incessant jangling of bells on the 
horses and the loud clicking of their itron-clad 
hoofs upon the Belgian biocks will be dove 
away with, and the space they take up in a 
crowded street will be available for other ve- 
hicles. The saving in horseflesh will also be 
great. On the Third-avenue line out of 1,800 
horses in use over 400 die every year. 

Much fear was expressed by the interested 
Btreet car companies that Gov. Hill would 
allow his home-rule fad tointerfere with the 
signing of the bill; so much the more because 
the power conferred in general upon all the 
companies by this bill coulda bave been con- 
terred upon any indivicual or all the companies 
by the Bourd‘of Aldermen. Butit was the fear 
of the black-horse cavalry in the Board of Al- 
dermen that impelled the companies to seek an 
amendment to the genera) law which would 
take the matter out of their control. In thus 
signing the bill the Governor has shown that 
he appreciates the sensitiveness with whicha 
curporation approaches the Board of Aldermen 
with a request for an extension of privileges, 
The black-horse cavairy are notorious touch- 
ers and the corporations don’t like to be 
touched. 





BACKING MR. YOUNG FOR GOVERNOR. 

A movement has been set on foet by a num- 
ber of conspicuous Hudson County Democrats 
tonominate Edward F. C. Young, the Presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of Jersey City, 
for Governor of New-Jersey. It is currently 
understood that ex-Gov. Leon Abbett is a can- 
didate for asecond nomination. As he is a 
Hudson County man like Mr. Young, a warm 
rivalry will probably be witnessed between 
them for the. control of the delegation from 
that county to the State convention. If they 
should be opposing candidates for the nomina- 
tion the complexion of the Hudson delegation 
Will decide the issue between them. 

It has been understood since the return of 
Senator McPherson from his Europeau trip 


that he intends to make an active canvass 
against the renomination of ex-Gov. Abbett, 
and it is likely that he will give Mr. Young the 
aid of his influence in the contest. 

Mr. Young has been a large factor in the 
management of State and local politics, though 
he has never heretofore sought any position 
himself, and many Democrats who believe that 
ex-Goy, Abbett will lose the party the support 
of the Democratic temperance couniies in the 
event of his nomination have urged Mr. 
Young to enter the race. His business cares 
are sO numerous,however, that he has been 
Teluctant to consent, and even now he may in- 
Bist upon being Kept out of the canvass, 





FUNERAL OF DR. EDWARD M. DEEY., 

A small band of mourners attended at Holy 
Trinity Church, in Forty-second-street, yester- 
day afternoon the funeral of Dr. Eaward Mor- 
timer Deey, who died at Limpley Stake, near 
Bath, England, on Jan. 3. 

Dr. Deey was born in New-York City in 1811, 
and inherited a fortune from his father, who 
was atone time Governor ef South Carolina. 
He prepared himself fer the practice of medi- 
cine in order to increase the value of his 
benevolent work among the city’s poor, to 
which he had devoted his life. He was promi- 
nent in such work dusting his early life in con- 


nection with the Seventh-Avenue Methodist 
Episcopal Church and Holy Trinity. in early 
life he married a Miss Smith of Providence, 
R. I. by whom he had two chilaren, but they 
all died, and in June, 1885, he married the 
Gaughter of Dr. Samuel R. Piercy of this ctty 
and went abroad. His health began soon after 
to decline, and he died of consumption. ; 

The Rev. Mr. McKenzie, rector of 8t. Thomas’s 
Church, at New-Windsor, N. Y., officiated at the 
luueral services yesterday. They were tne 
simplest form of the Episcopal ritual. The 
body was taken to Greenwoou Cemetery and 
barjed im the family pilot.

Before Surrogate Ransom yesterday was held 
the first hearing in the centest over the will 
of Mies M. Louisa. Comstock, who up to 1885 
kept a fashionable school for young ladies. In 
her will Miss Comstock paid very little atten- 
tion to her relatives. She provided that her 
mother should have a life interest in the 
estate, and then gave a large share of the 
property to Miss M. R. Audubon, who had 
served her as bookkeeper, cashier, and aman- 
uensis. According to the centention. of Miss 
Comstock’s uncle, George W. Comstock, who 


now contests the will, Miss Audubon would 
get about one-half of the estate. : 

‘The hearing yesterday was attended by many 
ladies. Johu E. Parsons — for the pro- 
ponent, and W. Bourke Cockran and George C. 
Comstock for the contestant. Mr. Uockran en- 
deavored to prove that for some time before 
her death, in 1888, Miss Comatuck had not been 
of sound mind. Benjamin F. Dunning, one of 
the subscribing witnesses tothe will, said that 
for two years before Miss Comstock’s death she 
had had moments when he thought she was not 
capable of conducting her affairs, but that up 
to six months of her death she was generally 
able to discharge any ordinary business. He 
had drawn several wills for her—one in 1875, 
one in 1880, one in 1883, and one in 1884. 

She had been in no way under duress when 
she made her last. will. Mrs.’ Dunning, the 
other subscribing witness, corroborated her 
husband's testimony. One of the assistants at 
the sshool testified that onte while conducting 
a class Miss Comstock had lost control of her- 
self and had clapped her hands and actdd in an 
unueual manner. = 

Capt. McIutire, the court officer, had his 
hands full at the recess in ministering to the 
wants of the ladies who lunched in the eourt 
room, The witnesses, beth for propanent ana 
contestant, took lunch in picnic style, drank 
lemonade, and were apparently happy. More 
than a dozen ladies taking lunch in the Surro- 
gate’s court is not a common sight.

AN AOCIDENT MADE TO ORDER. 

The trial of Arthur P. Carlin, Harry Dubois, 
and his wife Sarah, for conspiring with Charles 
Carlstrand to get money out of the Brooklyn 
Cross-town Railroad by means of an “ accident” 
to Mrs. Dubois, was begun in the Sessions 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday. Assistant District 
Attorney Shorter presented the case and Foster 
L. Backus appeared for the defense. 

Caristrand, who had turned State’s evidence, 
detailed the meetings between himself, Carlin, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Dubois, and said that he went 
with Mrs. Dubois from her home to the 
corner of Vanderbilt and Park avenues. on the 
day of the accident, He boarded the car first, 
but did not speak to or recognize Mra, Dubois. 
When the car reached Washington-street Mrs. 
Dubois pulled the bell, and, hurrying to the 
rear platform, fel off, as she had agreed to do. 
That night Carlstrand called on Dubois, who 
expressed some fear that his wife had ‘over- 
aoue the business.” The next day the witnéss 
called on Carlin and explained the “avcident” 
to him. 

“That’s a good case,” said Carlin, “and we 
will sue for several thousand dollars.” 

The witness said that there was an agreement 
between Carlin, Dubois, and bimselt py which 
all money collected should be equally divided. 
They compromised this suit for $225, but 
Dubois gave Caristrand only $25. .

JERSEY CITY’S LICENSE fRUST. 

The licenses of most of the liquor dealers in 
Jersey City expire on July 1, and some excite- 
ment Bas been created by the announcement 
that the Liquor Dealers’ Association had insist- 
ed that renewals be given only tothe members 
of the association, and that the Excise Commit- 
tee had agreed to comply with the demands. 
Alderman Donnelly, one of the committee, 
practically conceded yesterday that the story 
Was true, and justified the committee’s course 
by saying that only the violators of the liquor 
laws decline membership in the. association.

NOT A OOUNTY OHARGHE. | 
MATOR GRANT'S OPINION OF DETECTIVE | 

— WILKINSON’s BILL. 

In the opinion of Mayor Grant the oloim of : 
Wilkinson, the detective, for services rendered © 
unger the employment ef. District Attorney 
Fellows, in the case of Thomas B. Kerr, is not 
acpinet the county; but against the State, and 
ehould have been made to the State in the first 
ingtance, He has therefore returned to Con- 
troller Myors,-without his signature, the war- 
ragt for the money—about $5,000, 

The. Mayor has also sent a letter to the Con- 
troller calling his attention to the fact that the 
State Constitution provides that ‘the expense 
which shall be incurred by any county in inves- 
tizating and prosecuting any charge of bribery, 
or attempting to bribe any person holding office 
under the laws of this State within such county, 
or of receiving bribes by any such person in. 
sald county, shall be a charge against the State, 
and this payment by the State. shall be pro- 
vided by law”; that the Aldermen, whom Thcm- 
as B. Kerr was charged with bribing, hold office 
under the laws of the State; that the State Con- 
troller bad refused to audit claims to the 
auiount of $60,950 40, presented to him after 
they had been paid by the city as expenses in 
the Aldermanic and other casea, and that the 
State Controller had partiouiariy objected to 
charges to the amount of $28,391 23 for detect- 
ive services. On all these matters Mayor 
Grant based the following conclusions, which 
he laid before Controller Myers: 

“It thus sppeare from the records of the State 
that the State officers have refused to allow for 
npecial detective services incurred by the District 
Attorney of the cuunty in brivery . cases faliing 
within the provisions of the Conatitutiou. If the 
State is justified in refusing to pay for special de. 
tegtive services in bribery cases, the county cannot 
be'ealled upon or required to pay therefor, The ex- 
penses incurred in prosecuting a charge of bribery 
sych as the charge made against the defendant, Mr. 
Kerr, being, by the Constitution of the state, 
*male a charge upon the State,’ these expenses, 
when lawfully incurred, are not a charge ainst 
the county, and the county is not answerable for the 
payment of the same. y 

“The State, and not the connty, being the dedtor . 
for all such expenses, and it being by the express 
terms of the. Constitution the duty of the state, 
through the Legisiature, w provide for the payment 
of the same, the proper course, as it appears to me, 
to follow in reference to this ana all similar claims 
is for the District Attorney to transmit dualy-certi- 
fied vouvhers for the expeuses he claims to have in- 
—— to the state officers; so that there may be no 
delay in the creditor obtaining payment from 
his debtor, the State, in the. manner pre- 
‘scribed’ by the Constitution. The county pot 
being answerable for any such Claims, the auditing 
ofiicers of tne city and county have no legal auty 
to pertorm in reference thereto, and any action 
they may voluntarily undertake and perform in the 
matter, not being binding on the State, and having 
in the cases referred te in the State Controller's 
communication to you, above referred to, bewn ex- 
pressiy re udiated. by that official on the part of 
the State, I suggest that hereafter the real debtor, 
the State, and its creditors should be allowed to ad- 
juyt and settle their differences directly between 
themselves, without the intervention of the city or 
ite financial officers.”

A RESIGNATION AND A FIGHT MONOP-

A LETTER CARRIER’S BLUNDER. 

Another plainly directed letter has been re- 
turned to its writer after being in the hands of 
the Post Office people for twelve days. The 
failure to deliver the letter was without excuse, 
and, as it has entailed an expensive controver- 
sy with the Board of Health, both the senders 
and the person to whom 1t was addressed are 


indignant. 


The letter, which was shown to a TIMES ro- 
porter, was addressed in an exceedingly legible 
hand to ‘‘Mrs. Dora Stein, 84 Suffolk-street, New- 
York City.” The ladyis the owner and one of 
the occupants of the building specified in the 
address, and the letter waa from her architects, 
Feemer & Koehler, 261 Broadway, and bore 
their return carc. It was a ivttier of instruc- 
tion regarding certain repairs required by the 
sanitary condition of the house. The failure to 
deliver it led to a failure to make them, and the 
Beard of Health thereupon began an action 
against the owner. The letter bears the Post 
Office stamp of June 5, and several Post Office 
hieroglyphics indicating that it had been ad- 
vertised twice and tried at other addresses than 
the one indicated. Why it was not tried at the 
proper address, 84 Suffolk-street, does not ap- 
pear.

MRS, KEENE’S SUIT BY PROXY. 

Judge Andrews, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday denied the motion of Col. Edward 
Gebhard, on behalf of Francis E. 8.

BOUND FOR HAYTI. 


THE CAROLINE MILLER SAILS APPAR- 
ENTLY EQUIPPED FOR FIGHTING. 
The steamship Caroline Miller sailed from 
this port yesterday for Gonaives and other 
North Haytian ports. On board of her as pas- 
sengers were Frank ©. Elliot, the well-known 
South-street shipping agent, and James Mc- 
Caldin, one of her owners, The old crew com- 
manded by Capt. Fred Miller had been replaced 
by an extra large crew of brawny [Irishmen 
newly landed, and Capt. Miller himself had 
been replaced by the well-known Capt. Jack 
O’Brien, former Captain of the filibustering 

schooner yacht Rambler. ‘ 

The Miller was tohave sailed on Saturday, 
but for some mysterious cause she was delayed, 
and yesterday she moved from her berth at 
Pier 16 North River to an anchorage off Bed- 
low’s Island. All this time her deck was graced 
with four field carriages intended for heavy- 
calibre Gatling guns. These were the carriages 
of the guns captured by Hippolyte from the 


forces of Légitime at the battie of Fort Dessa- 
lines, where Légitime’s forces received such a 
drabbing at the hands of tbe northern chief, 

Late on Sunday night atug drew up to the 
Miller at hér anchorage, and it is supposed that 
the guns for which she is said to have been 
waiting, to arrive from Colt’s armory at. Hait- 
ford, were put aboard of her. It is surmised 
that she also had a quartity of ammunition for 
the Gatlings in addition to her large cargo of 
provisions which she is to take to Hayti. 

When asked abeut the matter yesterday, the 
fact of her having any warlike waterial aboard 
was stoutly denied at the office of her owners, 
the MeCaldin Brothers, 79 Broad-street. They 
said, however, that they had taken entire charge 
of her and would run her themselves hereafter. 
They also denied that she was to be engaged in 
any demonstration in favor of Hippolyte, but 
did not devy that Mr. Johannes Haustedt of 
Jimenes & Haustedt of 5 South William-street 
was interested in her cargo. 

When Mr. Haustedt, who is the accredited 
agent in this city of the Haytian insurgents, 
was seen; he shook his head and said very mys- 
teriously: “I have no Haytian news.” He 
seemed very happy over some occurrence, how- 
ever, and it was learned later that he felt well 

leased oyer the Miller’s getting away without 

eing interfered with, although he was decid- 
— non-committal as to her actual destina- 
tion. 

Just before the Miller sailed an accident hap- 
pened to the McCaldin Brothers’ tugboat, the 
James A, Garfield, that threatened to seriously 
interfere with the programme of the Miller. At 
4:30 P. M. the Garfield was moving away from 
Pier 3 East River with Mr. James McCa)din, 
Frank ©. Ellot. and Capt. O’Brien aboard, 
when the big ferryboat West Brooklyn of 
the South Brooklyn Ferry crashed into her 
port side. Five tons of ice stored on the tug’s 
deck was pushed against the deckhouse of tie 
tug, completely wrecking it and nearly wreck- 
ing the tug. The air for a moment was filled 
with lumps of broken ice. After the ferryboat 
had bauled off, the Garfield put out to the Caro- 
line Miller, where Messrs. McCaldin, Elliot, and 
Capt. O’Brien were taken aboard.
